Collector Erhardt went back to his post in the 
New-xork Custom House to-day, leaving here 
on the limited express this afternoon. His 
talks with the officers of the Treasury Depart- 
ment have given hima better Knowledge of the 
practical administration of customs matters 
and the scope of a Collector’s duties, as well as 
a@ clearer insight into the wishes of the author- 
ities concerning the administration of the New- 
York Custom House. The same is true of Ap- 
praiser Cooper and Naval Officer Lyon, who 
took part with Coliecter Erharat in the confer- 
ence with Assistant Secretary of the Treasury 
Batoheller last week. 

The New-York place hunters who have reck- 
oned on that conference as designed to make the 
“olean sweep” in the Custom House they have 
80 long desired are likely to be badly disap- 
pointea. it 13, indeed, asserted on very cvod 
authority that instead of talking about who 
should have places the gentiemen really de- 
voted wleir witention to the question how to 
reduce the number of places thé spoilsmen 
are 80 industriously seeking to Hll. There is 
® distinct impression in the Treasury Depart- 
ment that the New-York Custom House can be 
run at less expense to the Government than 
heretofore, and that a very good way to 
reduce expenses is to cut off employes who are 
not needed. There is an excelient chance that 
this impression will bear fruit in a somewhat 
careful revision of the list of Custom House 
employes, and one that will leave a smaller 
pumber of officers of such grade as Deputy 
Collectors and Assistant Appraisers, earning a 
Balary of $3,000 a year. Where, for example, 
it is found that two men can efliciently perform 
the work sow divided among three, only two 
of three places will be filled and there will be 
one leas chauce for the hungry. 

It was not, however, decided at the confer- 
ence with Assistant Secretary Batcheller that 
there sbould be no changes among the places 
notlopped ot On the contrary, the average 
Democratic employe who still remains in the 
service may safely arrangé his plans for the 
future with the idea that the Govern- 
ment will not always need his services. 
A good many vacancies will be made in the 
Custom House before this Administration re- 
tires, and gentlemen suspected of Democratic 
leanings will not be encouraged to apply for ap- 
pointments.

Some of the men in Washington who are most 
interested in the International Marine Confer- 
ence, about to meet here, bave expressed some re- 


gret that an article in THE TIMEs of Oct. 12, ap- 
parently by a clerical slip, attributed the origin 
of thecontcerence to an act of Congress passed 
im 1868. A futile effort was made as long ago 
as that, probabiy, but the movement of which 
the conference is the outcome began with the 
New-York Maritime Exchange, supported by 
the Chamber vot Commerce of New-York and 
other bodies of a like character in other seaport 
towns, and their wishes found expression In a 
bill introduced Feb. 2, 1888, by Mr. Perry Bel- 
mont. This bill was afterward amended in the 
Commitiee on Foreign Affairs. The amend- 
ments were approved by the Senate in a sep- 
arate bill Feb 23, and the bill became a law 
July 9, 1858. 

It is just possible that the conference may not 
prove as successful as its friends desire. It is 
jearned here that there may ve exhibited by 
the English delegates a disposition to put ob- 
Slacvles in the way of practical results. This 
mey fallin with a desire, alleged to be enter- 
tained by Mr. Blaine, that the conference shall 
not do anything to make it possible for any one 
to compare its work with the eyideutly barren 
outcome of his Pan-American Copneress. An 
intimation is thrown out that the Englisn and 
German delegates will act together, following 
the custom of representatives: ef those eon 
may be thatthe English and Germans may re- 
peat their Berlin experience with our Samoan 
ComMissioners and outwit them. 

Freacn deiegates are unquestionably free from 
this infinence and entirely friendly. They will 
propose several practical suggestions for sig- 
naling steamers in fogs, and be ready to support 
the practicai propositiuns of others. The 
English delegates, it is said, will ask to have 
this conference regarded as merely preliminary, 
leaving all important questions to be decided in 
afuture conference in England, according to 
the plan of the Chamberlain Parliament, by 
commission. There is some annoyance said to 
linger in England because the United States 
has taken the matter out of English hands, 
Spain will be as friendly in its treatment of all 
propositions as France. .

THE BEARD ESTATE, 

POUGHKEEPSIE, Oct. 14.—William I Tharn, a 
prominent member of the Dutchess County Bar, 
sued Col. O. T. Beard, now residing here, for 
$7,000 for services rendered in discussing and 
preparing for asuit against the executors of 
William Beard of Brooklyn, Mr. Tharn made 
his bill out in three items, one of whiocn includ- 
ed services in the Surrogate’s Court, Brooklyn, 
as guardian ad litem for Col. Beard’s chilaren, 
and services in the Supreme Court on a motion 
for the construction of William Beard’s will. 
He valued these services at $5,000. The court 
struck out this claim because of a general rule 
in the court of records against such claims. 

The third item was for $2,500 for services in 
discussing and preparing for a suit as to some 
dredges belonging to the Beard estate, a bill 
of sale case involved, and also as to the im- 
proper haudling of the estate by the executors. 
This vlaim was sent to the jury, a verdict of 
$1,800 being rendered in favor of Mr. Tharn. 

The Beard estate includes the noted Erie 
Basing, Brooklyn, on which there was at one 
time a mortgage of nearly half a million dol- 
lars. The estate is valued at $20,000,000, 





A BURGLAR ESCAPES TWICE. 

ELIZABETH, N. J., Oct. 14.—A burglar last 
night made two attempts to enter the residence 
of Bernard and George O'Neill, on Jersey- 
street. On the first attempt he was grappled 
with by Joseph Shafto, a clerk for the O’Neills, 
who seized the thief in the hallway. Both men 
struggled to the door and rolled down the 


stoop, the thief managing to break loose and 
escape. 

The second visit was made about 2 o’clock 
and young Shafto again heard the thief. He 
aroused the O’Neills and they tried to intercept 
the burglar, but he again eluded them and 
darted for the wood. Both the O’Neills emptied 
their revolvers at the fugitive, but failed to hit 
him. They chased him mto and through the 
woods, when he suddenly turned on Shafto, 
who was bis nearest pursuer, and felled him to 
the ground with a stone. 

When the others came up they found the 
young clerk lying insensible. They abandoned 
the chase and carried their companion, who 
was severely burt, back to the house.

MONEY FOR A NEW CHURCH 


DR. TALMAGE HAS NO LACK 
OF SYMPATHY. 

THE SITE FOR THE TABERNACLE NOT 

YET SELECTED—THE FIRE PROBABLY 

DUE TO AN ELECTRIC LIGHT WIRE, 


Dr. Talmage did not leave his home on South 
Oxford-street, Brooklyn, yesterday. He was 
very busy all day receiving verbal expressions 
ofsympathy from many friends in and out of 
his congregation, reading letters and telegrams, 
which came from everywhere, and thinking 
over plans for’ the future. He definitely de- 
cided to hold sérvices in the Brooklyn Academy 
of Music next Sunday morning at 10:30 o’clock 
and in the evening at 7:30. Whether he will 
continue to have services there after that he 
has not yet determined. Probably he will for 
three or four Sundays, anyway. 

Offers of churches for his use continued to 
come to him from pastors of all denominations, 
The Rev. John D. Wells offered the Williams- 
burg Presbyterian Church; the Rev. Dr. Charies 
Cuthbert Hall invited the congregation of the 
Tabernacle to the services in the First Presby- 
terian Church and tendered Dr. Talmage the 
use of the church Sunday evenings untila new 
house of worship is completed; the Rev. Dr. 
McLeod offered the Clinton-Avenue Congrega- 
tional Church, and the Congregation Beth- 
Elohim sent the following: : 

Having heard with deep regret of the loss which 
your congregation sustain in the deatraction of 
your beautiful place of worship, resolved in general 
meeting, to offer you our synagogue for your serv- 
ices until your house of God will be rebuilt, or until 

ou may have succeeded in making arrangements

In the evening there was a meeting of the 
Board of Trustees of the Tabernacle at the Doc- 
tor’s residence. Dr. Harrison A. Tucker, the 
Chairman, and John Wood, Alexander McLean, 
ik. H, Lawrence, and Charles Durling were in 
attendance. They took no definite action. 
It is too early for the’ selection of a 
site for a new building, and that and other 
subjects were only touched on informally. 
Somethin will come of another meeting 
which will be held next Saturday. Two ap- 
praisers of insurance companies cailed and 
asked if there was a complete inventory of the 
belongings ofthe church. The Trustees re- 
gretted that there was none, and they began 
to jot down from memory what was inside the 
editice. That is the way the bill of damages 
will have to be madeup. So the appraisers 
went away to await its completion. 

After the adjournment Dr. Taimage said that 
real estate agents had already oifered a num- 
ber of sites for the newchurch. They were 
filed for future consideration. All he could say 
about the proposed editice was that it would 
be larger, and undoubtedly on the same general 
plan as the two Tabernacies which have been 
burned. ‘ 

~ ‘yne idea of an amphitheatre was mine,” he 
said. ‘I evolved it trom the love of circles. 
The earth isa circle. Sois the moon, and s0 
are the planets. Tbe Creator was a greatarchi- 
tect. I recall the difficulty I had with the idea 
when the first Tabernacle was proposed years 
ago. I told prominent New-York greeiees of 
my wish for an amphitheatre. wanted to 
tollow the theatrical pian. The architects 
thought for tive weeks and then concluded that 
it could not be done. It wouldn’t be churchly. 
A young architect~I can’t recall his name— 
called on me and wanted to try it. I scratched 
off a diagram on the back of an envelope, and 
the old tabernacle was the result.”

Paul, the 
Rev. Dr. E. P. Ferhune, the Rev. Dr. Cuyler, 
whose Lafayette Presbyterian Church sent a 
beautiful basket of flowers to the pastor of 
their sister church; the Rev. Dr. McLeod; the 
Rev. Dr, ‘Charles F. Deems, who accompanied 
his words of encouragement with a substantial 
check, and Father Pierson, who is nearly 
eighty-three years old and who was one of the 
nineteen gentiomen who twenty years ago 
called Dr. Talmage to the old chapel.

A big crowd of people stood in the rain all day 
gasing at the ruins of the Tabernacie. They 
were kept a safe distance away by a cordon of 
police, who feared that the section of the front 
wall still standing would fall out into Schermer- 
horn-street. This piece of stonework, which 
formed thejGothic entrance to the Tabernacle, 
is, with a similar piece on the side, the only por- 
tion of the church above ground. 

Fire Marshal Lewis made his report yester- 
day, and gave it as his opinion, based on his in- 
vestigations, that the fire originated near the 
electric switchboard in ther centre of the 
church, and was caused by the imperfeot iu- 
sulation of an electric light wire. The lights 
were supplied by the Edison Electric Light 
Company, and an employe of thatcompany had 
been repairing the wires as late as Saturday 
afternoun. 

Marshal Lewis places the total loss at $167,- 
601, divided as follows: Building, $118,000; 


. organ, $22,800; furniture and fixtures, $26,801. 





THE EXPLOSION ON THE OORONA., 

NEw-ORLEANS, La, Oct. 14.—The examina- 
tion by the United States local inspectors of 
steamboats into the cause of the Corona disas- 
ter was resumed to-day. James W. Handley 
testified that he was chief engineer of the 
Corona and took charge of the watch not more 
than two minutes previous to the explosion. 

Second Engineer Shook had been on watch 
and was on his way to try the gauge cocks 
when the explosion took place. Shook said 
everything was all right and that he had just 
tried the water and it was at: the second cock. 
The boilers were in good condition when the 
steamer left. Everything about the machinery 
worked well uy to the time of the explosion. 
The feed pumps worked well and fed the 
boilers easily. 

“TI don’t 
explosion,” said Mr. Handley, *“ unless it was 
some explosive material in the coal or fuel.’’ 

The explosion was downward, through the 
bottom of the boat. It sounded like the report 
ofa cannon. Investigation will continue some 
weeks, or until @6very person who can throw 
light upon the mysterious cause of the explo- 
sion has been examined by the inspectors.

The other amendment was to Rulel4, That 
rule prescribes the commissions allowed to the 
trade, The commissions stand, but the penalty 
clause was wiped out. This throws the whole 
business open for big and little to charge what 
they wish and got all the business they can.

NO SIGNS 


THE SENATORIAL STRUGGLE IN THE 
TWENTY-SIXTH DISTRICT. 


AUBURN, N. Y., Oct. 14.—The Republican S8en- 
atorial Convention of the Twenty-sixth District 
will reassemble in this city to-morrow. During 
the interval since the adjournment there has 
been much mancuvring and talking and plan- 
ning, and all that sort of thing. No less than 
five or six prominent Republicans interested in 
the outcome of the convention, and including 
both Cayugaand Seneca County men, have made 
pilgrimages to New-York, where they sought 
counsel and consolation from Chairman Knapp 
of the Republican State Committee. 

But for a story which arrived in town this 
morning it would be supposed that they had 
also gone to see a genticmau named Platt, who 


has been popularly supposed to have some in- 
terest in and influence upon the Senatorial 
Convention. The story goes that one of the 
candidates, appreciating the value of Tioga’s 
vote, added tu his own, wrote Mr. Platt a letter 
in which he solicited the influence of the latter 
for the bomination and made most seductive 
promises of what he would do if nominated and 
elected. To this reply, so runs the story, came 
a letter from Mr. Piatt, who utterly disclaimed 
any influence with the convention and ex- 
pressed intense surprise that anybody should 
appeal to him to interfere in a matter whivh 
did not concern him in the least. This was a 
stunner to the candidate, who regarded it as 
about the coolest piece of business he had ever 
come across, Plati’s finger isin this pie, no 
matter what may be sald to the contrary. 

The convention has now expended six days 
at its work. The only variations observable in 
the situation between the morning of the tirst 
day and the evening of the last, as indicated by 
the public proceedings of the convention, 1s 
the disposition of the Tioga delegation to vote 
with Cayuga, provided eight of Cayuga’s ten 
delegates can conceDtrate upon some entirely 
acceptable candidate. Gen. Seward absolutely 
refuses the use of his name. Gen. MacDougall 
cannot accept because of business engross- 
ments. Mayor Wheeler and City Attorney 
O’Brien are ineligible, owing to their being in- 
cumbents of municipal offices 100 days prior 
to election. Ex-Assemblyman W. P. Robinson, 
the Hon. William B. Woodin, Mr. Frederick 
Storke, and others have been canvassed by 
Cayuga without a crystallization of a sufficient 
number of the big county’s delegates resulting. 
The protracted proceedings bau left but two of 
the original delegates in the Tompkins contin- 
gent, Messrs. Rhodes of Groton and Robinson 
of Oaroline. The places of the others were 
tilled by substitution, and loyal substitutes 
they proved. Tompkins needs two votes to 
effect the nomination of a Tompkins County 
man. 8o the conundrum, like the Mystery of 
Gilgal, ends as it did begin, ‘‘ Who is to be 
Senator?” 


JAMESTOWN, N. Y., Oct. 14.—The Democrats 
of the Thirty-second Senatorial District, con- 
sisting of Chautauqua and Cattaraugus Coun- 
ties, met in convention in Jamestown to-day 
and nominated Charles E. Gallagher of Sala- 
manca, Cattaraugus County, for the State Sen- 
ate. Charles 8. Cary, ex-Solicitor of the United 
States Treasury, under Cleveland, was one of 
those named as likely to receive the nomina- 


tion. Ex-Assemblyman Charles H. Corbett of 
Sherman refused the use of his name, Mr. Gal- 
lagher was Postmaster of Salamanca under 
Cleveland, but is now supposed to belong to the 
Hill wing of the party, a seppoee that is 
supported by the fact that J. W. McMahon, 
State Committeeman, has seconded his nomi- 
nation. Heis energetic and popular, a Roman 
Catholic, and will poll the full Democratic vote 
of the district. 

The movement in favor of ex-Senator Loren 
Sessions, as opposed to Senator Vedder, has re- 
ceived its death blow by the nomination of Gal- 
lagher. When the conference between the Re- 

ublicans at Salamanca last week decided to 

eave the question of apportionment in the Sen- 
atorial Convention to a committee appointed b 
the State Committee the Sessions cause tottered, 
and now thatthe hope is gone that the Demo- 
crats would nominate a figurehead the ex-

ADMITS THAT HE CANNOT UNDER- 
STAND VIRGINIA POLITICS. 


RICHMOND, Va., Oct. 14.—Cornelius Vander- 
bilt, Chauncey M. Depew, H. Walker Webb, 
President of the Wagner Sleeping Car Com- 
pany, and Charles F. Cox, a well-known 
Director of the “ Big Four,’’ reached here 
to-night.at 10:35 from New-York, and left at 
once for Old Point. Mr. M. E. Ingalls, the Pres- 
ident of the Chesapeake and Onio Road, in 
which Vanderbilt and Depew are largely inter- 
ested, met the party at the station and accom- 
panied them. Mr. Depew to-night said: 


“ITknow about lots of things, bat Virginia 
politics is one of the things I never could un- 
derstand. Itis as a gentieman once said about 
the Schleswig-Holstein complications, ‘they 
were never understood by but one man, and he 
‘was dead.’ 

Continuing, he said that he understood that a 
good neg 4 of the leading Republicans down 
here are kicking, but he added: ‘‘I have always 
voted straight, but, as I say, I can’t understand 
this Virginia question, and don’t know whether 
if I were down here I would vote for Mr. Ma- 
hone or not.” Mr. Depew was very diplomatic 
in discussing Mahone and very guarded not to 
commit himself for or against him. 

Talking about the World’s Fair, Mr. Depew 
said it would ph ogg 4 come off on time, and 
New-York would be the piace where it woulda 
be held. Chicago, he thought, is making an 
earnest effort to get it, and many people 
thought Washington woild be a good place, but 
New-York is the only real metropolis, and is the 
only city in the country that can accommodate 
the crowd. ‘* Washington,” said, he ‘is too 
hotinthe Summer, while New-York is a de- 
lightful Summer resort.” 

Mr. Depew spoke highly of Gov. Lee, whom 
he recalled as one of the finest riders he ever 
saw.@Johnny Wise, he declared, was a jolly 
good fellow. Speaking of railroading, Mr. De- 
pew said it was a great business; but politics 
was the only thing a fellow could get any fun 
out of. Mr. Cleveland, he asserted, was sure to 
be the Democratic nominee for President. As 
to the Republican nominee, he did not know 
who it would be; but the men inside always 
had the best show against outsiders, 





BURGLARS ALONG THE HUDSON. 

Nyack, N. Y., Oct. 14.—Burglars are operat- 
ing again in this vicinity, and many people here 
are preparing to give them a warm reception. 
Early this morning thieves effected an entrance 
into the residence of Louis L. Robbins, who was 
recently appointed by President Harrison in 
charge of the Government Indian stores in 
New-York, and stole therefrom a good sum of 
money anda valuable gold watch and chain.

ABOUT LOCAL CANDIDATES 


TAMMANY'’S COUNTY CONVEN- 
TION TO-NIGHT. 4 
STRONG SENTIMENT IN FAVOR OF NEW 
MEN FOR THE JUDICIARY—THE CITI- 
ZENS’ MOVEMENT. : 


Tammany Hall will hold its County Conven- 
tion at the Wigwam this evening, to put in 
nomination candidates to be voted for on Nov. 
5, as the successors of Register James J. Slevin, 
of President of the Board of Aldermen J. H. V. 
Arnoid, who was elected to succeed the late 
George H. Forster; of Judge of the Court of 
General Sessions Henry A. Gildersleeve, of 
Judge of the Court of Common Pleas Geosge M. 
Van Hoesen, and of two Judges of the City 
Court, Messrs. Nebrbas and Holme. Of the re- 
nomination of Register Slevin, whose place is 
worth $15,000 a year and upward, and of Judge 
Leicester Holme there is no question. 

Nobody has come out as a rival to Mr. Slevin, 
and the several aspirants who hope to bowl out 
Judge Holme are simply running foul of Mayor 
Grant, who is backing Judge Holme and at 
whose request originally Gov. Hill appointed 
him. It is within the range of probabilities 
that Judge Holme will return to the practice of 
his profession at the conclusion of his term 
of office, and that his name will not be 
presented to the convention. His colleague, 
Judge Nehrbas, will have to run a gaunt- 
let of opposition, but the sentiment of 
the Tammany leaders seems to favor the re- 
nomination of both. The serious strife in the 
organization, however, is over Messrs. Gil- 


dersleeve and Van Hoesen. The more pro- 
gressive members, headed by Police Comwmis- 
sioner Jawes J. Martin and Public Works 
Commissioner Thomas F. Gilroy, favor.a new 
deal and tbe retirement of these two jurists, 
but Messrs. Croker and Cockran are of the 
opinion that the interests of the organization 
would not be sacrificed in their renowinatiou. 
The matter was under advisement last evening 
by the Tammany chiefs, and, although the sen- 
timent of the rank and file was that the old 
ticket would be renominated, including Guilder- 
sieeve and Van Hoesen, an undercurrent was 
apparent almost strong erough to wipe this 
sentiment away. A number of candidates was 
considered. In the general poll the favorites 
for Judge of the Court of General Sessions were 
Gunning 8. Bediord, whose backing consists of 
# certain newspaper of this city whose propri- 
etor has made Sedford a pereunial candidate 
tor the judiciary, and Juage Charles M. Clancy, 
one of the heavy weights of the organization. 

The opposition to Judge Van Hoesen is more 
substantial and deep-seated. He is positively 
unpopular in the organization. Many members 
believe his renomination would endanger the 
county ticket, and it 1s hard work totind a 
Tammany Hall man who is not more deeply 
concerned over the local than the State ticket. 
The fear of a citizens’ ticket, with a backing of 
politicians and wealth of illimitable resources 
and irresistible influences, has had a depress- 
ing eftect on the more tiwid of the Tammany 
fiefs. Tne suspicion that charges may be made 
against Judge Van Hoesen after he is nom- 
inated has balkea some of their intentions and 
encouraged the friends of David Leventreitt 
and David Mcclure, both of whom, like Judge 
Van Hoesen, hail trom the Twenty-first Dis- 
trict, Which has furnished to.the present Federal 
Administration more oitice holders than any 
other in the Unitea States, and which is now 
willing to exhibit its fecundity from a Demo- 
crauc standpoint. 

Tawmany Hall has changed very much since 
Johu Kelly’s death. Under his rule nomina- 
tions, from Mayor down to Alderman, were 
Imade as he dictated them. Mr. Croker has 
protited by Mr. Keliy’s autocracy. He defers 
to the organization, Heis self-reliant himself, 
put thinks that his colleagues should have some- 
thing to say. He declined yesterday to give a 
Tims reporter his views, but contented him- 


self with thé expression that the organization’ 


would do what was right, and nominate only 
those men who would fill the offices oreditably 
and bonorably. 

The County Democrats occupy a very com- 
placent position. They do not seem to be at all 
alarmed over the determination of Tammany to 
nominate its own ticket and to run s eanmtpaign 
independent of the only regularly organized 
Democratic organization in the State, for the 
resolution that was passed in the Syracuse Con- 
vention of 1882, declaring the County Demo- 
crats the regular organization in the county of 
New-York, has never been rescinded. The 
Counties, rank and file, do pot regard the citi- 
zens’ movement with very much favor. They 
are convinced that it is a good club to beat 
sense into Lammany’s head, but they can- 
bot see how itis to draw any permanent bene- 
tit to their organization. As one of the most 
prominent leaders of an up-town district said: 
‘“‘In order to defeat Tammany Hali it will be 
necessary for us to make a combination with 
the Republicans. Now the question comes up, 
how many. Republicans can we draw over to us, 
and how many Democrats can we deliver to the 
Republicans? Can we hold the organization if 
we make a coalition with the enemy? Will we 
not lose our position as regularsif we go intoany 
such arrangement, and will itnot be a capital 
thing for Tammany to make the cry that the 
Democratic local ticket was beaten because of 
the treachery of the Counties? For talk as you 
please, in the event of Democratic defeat there 
will be but one opinion, that tne faction de- 
feated was sold out by the other.” 

The Citizens’ General Committee held another 
meeting yesterday atternoon. There were sey- 
eral otber citizens’ meetings in the various As- 
sembly districts, but they were secret and noth- 
ing was given out for publication beyond the 
fact that there was likely to be a mass meeting 
on Figg or Friday at the Academy of 
Music, at which the most conspicuous independa- 
ent members of both political parties would 
attend and deliver speeches, he Tammany 
statesmen do not appear to be alarmed-over 
the threatening political aspect. “ Why should 
@ citizens’ party be formed,” said a Twentieth 
District brave, ‘“‘when the city is already 
blessed by the best Government it has had for 
twenty years. If any citizens’ party were neces- 
sary it ought to be to indorse Tammany Hall.” 

The Tammany braves take it for grant- 
ed that the Counties cannot afford to make 
any combination with the Republicans. A 
Tammeny Hall statesman said last evening: 
“The Tammany Hall Committee of Twenty- 
four will meet on Tuesday afternoon and decide 
upon the ticket that is to be chosen at the con- 
vention in the evening. Tammany will nomi- 
nate a full ticket. The Citizens’ Committee will 
meet at the Academy of Music on Thursday or 
Friday and nominate a ticket of theirown. On 
Saturday afternoon the County Democrats will 
hold their convention, and you may look for a 
hearty ratification of the Citizens’ ticket.”

EMERSON’S GRAVE DISTURBED. 


THE WORK OF THE VANDALS STOPPED 
BEFORE IT WAS COMPLETED. 


Boston, Oct, 14,—The quiet little town of 
Concord is greatly stirred up over the discov- 
ery of a dastardly attempt on Saturday night to 
rob the last resting place of its noted dead, the 
grave of Ralph Waldo Emerson. The fact that 
the grave had been visited by vandals was 
discovered early Sunday afternoon by a visitor 
to Sleepy Hollow Cemetery, where the remains 
are interred. At the head of the grave was & 
large aperture 7 feet in depth and 20 inches 
wide extending to the box containing the 
casket. ; . 

An alarm was at once given and the town 
authorities, together with the Sleepy Hollow 
Commissioners, made an investigation. The 
perpetrators of the deed have not been discov- 
ered, but the theory istthat the ee van- 
dalism was made some time during Saturday 
night, and the villains were frightenea away by 
some passing team on the Bedford road 
just adjacent. Whether the motive was 
to obtain possession of the remains, or to de- 
spoil the casket of its valuable trimmings, is, of 
course, @ matter of conjecture; but the general 
impression is that the skull was what was most 
wanted, The wooden box inclosing the casket 
bad decayed somewhat, the interment having 
taken plaveover seven years ago, and in the dirt 
which the rascals had thrown out were some 
pieces of the box. One side of the casket had 
Tailen down a little, but this is attributable to 
natural decay. Otherwise the casket had not 
been disturbed or opened. 

Mr. Edw W. Emerson, son of Ralph Waldo, 
arrived home this afternoon, and the investiga- 
tion of the desecration of his father’s grave was 
immediately entered upon by him with the town 
authorities. Mr. Emerson has been out of town 
for two weeks or more, and the first information 
he had of the affair was that given him upon his 
arrival this noon. The dirt has been replaced, 
and a watch placed over the grave. 


Mr, Emerson died April 27, 1882, ana his fu- 
neral took place on the following Sunday, April 
30, in the Unitarian church at Concord. From th 
same church seventeen years before the last 


| rites had been said over Nathaniel Hawthorne. 


The gathering at Emerson’s funeral was an im- 
pressiveone. Itcomprised men and women who 
had been drawn within the circle of his triend- 
ship by an affinity of thought, and the villagers 
and people living about, who for many years 
Knew and loved the philosopher as a neighbor. 
All of the village was in mourning for him, and 
visitors in going from the station to the church 
walked through avenues of black drapery, the 
expressive tribute of his townspeople. The 
names of the visitors that day make a notable 
list, including Oliver Wendeli Holmes, George 
William Cuptis, President Eliot of Harvara 
and the Harvard fen the Rev. James Free- 
man Clarke, aud a great delegation of clergymen 
from Boston and vicinity, ex-Gov. Bauks, — 
resentatives of all the large New-England pu 
lishing houses, and the members of the bar of 
Suffolk County. 

It was the wisn of the family that the services 
be simple. The most strenuous efforts to that 
end resulted inan adaress by Judge Rockwood 
Hoar, who spoke as Mr. Emerson’s friend and 
neighbor; another by James Freeman Clarke, 
Scripture reading by the Rév. Dr. W. W. Fur- 
ness of Philadelphia, Emerson’s friend from 
childhood; prayer by the Rev. Mr. Brown of 
Brookline, and the reading of a sonnet by A. 
Bronson Alcott. When service was over it was 
alone procession that wended its way to the 
village cemetery, and thousands stood about 
while the coffin was lowered into its bough-lined 
grave. The grave was under a tall pine on the 
hilltop east of Sleepy Hollow. 





THE VIRGINIA OAMPAIGN. 


THE DEMOCRATS ARE CONFIDENT OF 
MAHONE’S DEFEAT. 


RICHMOND, Va., Oct. 14.—Acting Chairman 
of the Democratic State Committee John 8. 
Barbour does not think the importation to this 
State of outside orators is either necessary or 
judicious. He could, he says, easily procure 
the services of any number of the best Demo- 
cratic speakers in the country to come down 
here and take the stump in behalf of the Demo- 
crats, The issue if this campaign, however, 
is one 60 distinctly local that Mr. Barbour does 
not think outside speakers necessary. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the weather 
to-day is unfavorable for campaigning, the 
Democrats have a large number of their best 
home speakers on the stump in all sections of 
the State. Among those who spoke to-day were 
Senator John W. Daniels, Candidate McKinney, 
Col. Richard F. Beirne, and Congressman C. T._ 
O’Ferrall. The Democrats are pressing forward 
with the work of organization in every county 
in Virginia. A number of special inspectors 
have been ‘sent to various localities to look 
after this work and keep a sharp watch on 
Mahone’s manipulators. Not only is he prepar- 
ing to place large sums of money in the mount- 
ain districts, but the Democratic leaders here 
say they have discovered that boodle has been 
sent by himto thecity.

HESS, MOSS, AND GIBBENS SUS-. 
TAIN THE MONOPOLY. 
THEY BLOCK THE MAYOR'S EFFORTS TO 
HASTEN THE SUBWAY WORK—THE 

CITY IN DARKNESS. 


The members of the Board of Electrical Con- 
trol are being made to work much harder these 
days than they have been used to. They area 
pretty robust set of men, however, and the 
chances are that they will be physically able to 
stand the unusual strain. Mayor Grant had 
them at a meeting yesterday that lasted from 
11 A, M. until nearly 2 P. M., apd the Commis- 
sioners of Electrical Control are not nsed to 
putting in three straight hours of labor. The 
Meeting was the most interesting of the pres 
ent series; Commissioner Moss actually spoke 
once or twice, Commissioner Hess seemed very 
much annoyed indeed, and young Commissioner 
Gibbens was more nervous and even more talk- 
ative than usual. 

Mayor Grant was as determined to get the 
wires under ground as ever. No argument save 
the ones that led up to and bracea up that idea 
had any charms for him. There was a pleni- 
tude of suggestions and a mass of arguments, 
and the board finally disagreed, with Mayor 
Grant, backed by public opinion, on one 
side, and Commissioners Hess, Moss, and Gib- 
bens, on the other, with the belief treasured up 
in their own great minds that they were rigut 
and his Honor was wrong. 

No sooner had the meeting opened than an in- 
junction was served upon the board restraining 
it from interfering with the poles and wires of 
the Electric Power Company. Then President 
Charles H. Jackson of the Safety Light and 
Power Company asked for permission to build 

subwaysin Sixth, Seventh, Eighth, Ninth, aud 
Tenth avenues and in Twenty-third-street Mr. 
Jackson is also President of the United States 
Wuminating Company, which last week asked 
for permission to build its own subways. Tbe 
Brush Company, which is now affiliated with 
the United States Company to a certain extent, 
asked to be allowed to build subways in West 
Broadway, Third and Grand streets. 

It is this sort of thing that is bothering the 
Subway Construction Company, known as the 
Consolidated Telegraph and Electrical Com- 
pany, very much. Edward Lauterbach was at 
the meeting to defend that company’s in- 
terests. The desire of electric-light companies 
to build their own subways seems to be having 
a large and steady growth, The only bar to the 
board’s granting this permission, and thus 
hastening along the banishment of the death- 
dealing wires, isa contract which the city has 
with Mr. Lauterbach’s company, and ; which 
may or May not prove a serious stumbling 
block. P 

It was on this point that Mayor Grant had 
asked Corporation Counsel Clark last week to 
enlighten the board. Mr. Clark was ready with 


his opinion. He held that the Consolidated 
Telegraph and Electrical Subway Company had 
no exclusive right to build subways, but that 
the board had the nae to abrogate the contract 
whenever in its opinion it was not beilix sirict- 
ly complied with, or whenever 1t was found in- 
adequate to do ail the work. There was no in- 
tention in the act upon which the contract 
was based to give that company a monopoly. 
The act provides that no exclusive right to the 
construction Of subways can he given. 

This decision of the Corporation Counsel was 
satisfactory enough to the Mayor. It gave him 
another weapon, and a big one at that, with 
which to figut delay. The other members of the 
beard did not enjoy it so much. Edward Lauter- 
bach of the subway company got the floor and 
explained that hiscompany had done its fuli duty 
under its contract witn the city. It hud siways 
stood side by side with the board in its effort 
to get the wires under ground. It had net been 
remiss in its duty, and was therefore entitled to 
the support of the board. There was no 
doubt, be said, that if the company was 
in default the board had aright to make new 
contracts, but the question as to whether if had 
or had not been remiss 1m its duty and in de- 
fault should be settled by the courts and not by 
the board. The Consolidated Telegraph and 
Electrical Company, Mr. Lauterbach said, stood 
ready to do anything that the board shouid dl- 
rect, so long as it was possible. 

Mayor Grant wanted to hasten matters along, 
and he introduced tnis resolution: 

Resolved, 'That tife numerous deaths caused by 
the electric and power wires within the last thirty 
days, and the shocking manner in which they havo 
occurred, furnish ample and sufficient proof that 
such wires are not being placed under ground with 
a speed sufficient to insure the safety of the lives 
of the people of this city; and, in view of the im- 
perative demand for greater subway faciiities, tho 
board does hereby determipe that the coutract 
made and entered into between the Commissicuers 
constituting this board and the Conrolidated ‘Teie- 
graph and Kiectrical Subway Vompany on April7, 
1887, is now inoperative and ineffecival tor the 
accomplishment of its just purposes and the pur- 
poses of Chapter 716 of the Laws of 1857. 

The issue was fairly made by this resolution. 
Not a single Commissioner stood with Mayor 
Grant upon it. ITney were all pulling agaiust 
him, and Mr. Lauterbach of course stoutly op- 
posed the measure. Its passage would aimost 
Immediately put energetic rivals into the field 
bow occupied bya monopoly. He repeated that 
his company had lived strictly up to the terms 
of its contract; the Third-avenue sabway he 
promised would be finished by Dec. 1. He 
said that the board coula not Make a legal con- 
tract with a new company uniess the Legislat- 
ure approved of it. Nae? RR 

Mayor Granv did not agree with him about the 
completion of the Third-avenuse subway by Dec. 

. “Why, that seems to be a plysicai impossi- 
bility,’ he said. 

Wheeler H. Peckham, fighting tn benalf of the 
Standard Electrical Subway Company, took up 
the oudgels against Mr. Laufervach’s position. 
He said that. there was certaimly work enough 
for two companies. The old company was two 
slow. Only eleven miles of subway had been 
puilt thus far this year. There was an im:ne- 
diate demand for seventy-five or eighty miles. 
“We will go to work right away if.we are grant- 
ed permission,” said Mr. Peckham. “We will 
put as many men to work as the permits for 
opening the streets will allow.” 

‘* You have no plans or facilities for doing the 
work,” said Mr. Gibbens to the representative 
of the new company. 

“We are all ready to goto work. Just let us 
have the permission and we will show you how 
quickly we will get to work,” suid Mr. Peok- 
ham. 

“We are not getting the subways built fast 
enough,” said the Mayor. ‘The subway peopie 
have made promises which they have failed to 
carry out. Valuable time has been wasteu. [6 
is not a question of being triendly or untriendly 
to the subway company, but [ prepese iv 
get the subways built. As to the eiectric 
light subways especially I propose t have 
them built either by the elewvtric light cou- 
panies or this new company, or any one elise 
that can get them down the quickest. We Lave 
ordered the wires down, and now [hold thut so 
long as these companies stand ready to build 
thelr own subways under our directions, and 
with facilities for any other companies that 
may wish to use these subways, we have nu 
rignt to preventthem. it would wean ruin tu 
their business. Now, if the uwther members of 
the board do not agree with me, that tukes the 
responsibility off my shoulders, and they must 
take it on theirs.” 

Mr. Lauterbach said that his company cid all 
its work on the subways through subcontract 
ors, who were allowed 15 per svat. profit, and if 
the beara ordered more work thau his company 
could do, he was willing-to sublet to Mr. Peck- 
bam’s company, or any other counpany for that 
matter, on the same terms. 

About this time it began to be very clear that 
the trio of exsellent hustiers iu bvenait or 
the safety of life, Messrs. Moss, iess, and Gib- 
bens, were not with the Mayor ou his resolutiss, 
Their solicitude for the Consolidated Lvlegcuva 
and Electrical Company was deckledly warked. 
The Mayor’s regolution seemed an abhucicas 
thing to them. 

“{t there bas been any fault,” said Mr. Heae, 
“ itis not the Subway Compauy’s fauil, it is vic 
fault.” 

Mr. Gibbens had something to say about over- 
head wires andj the necessity off tne lineal 
authorities preventing violations of the law «e- 
garding them. “If you want more subwayr,” 
said he to the Mayor, ‘why don’t you order 
them? it will be time enougn to give vtneroon- 
tracts when tney fail to do tae work.”’ 

“ Nonsense,” said the Mayor. “ When the per- 
mit for the Third-aveuue subway was graued [ 
asked Mr. Beckwith, the engiveer of the Sub- 
way Company, if auy more work couid bo done 
this year, aud he said ’No.’ I understand some 
work was carried over from last year.” 

Paul D. Cravath, a lawyer, representing the 
United States and Brush Companies, urged the 
board to let these companies put down shesir 
own subways. Some of the Commissioners dit 
not seem to like Mr. Cravath’s pusition at ai. 
Mr. een ashuftied around nervoualy in

“ What euarantee would we have that you 
would hurry along the work?” asked Mr. Hess.

Joseph H. Choate, who had been sitting with 
the United States and Brush forces, got up and 
said that Mr. Lauterbach’s own statements 
were a confession of the inability of his compa- 
ny todo the work. Clearly, he ssid, permission 
“should be granted to other companies to do the 
work, No one knew better than Mr. Lauter- 
bach that the business of electric light, tele- 
phone, and telegraph companies had increased 
enormously, and that there was room enough 
for more than one subway construction compa- 
ny. The public demanded that this work 
should be hurried along. There was no reason 
why the publio should wait until Mr. Laater- 
bach’s company had completed its work. 


Something had been said to the effect that the | 


Unitea States Company had fought against the 
subways until within a few months. resident 
Jackson of the United States Company rose to 
explain that he had been in favor of the sub- 
‘ways ever since he got control of the company, 
fo April. 

Mayor Grant made a little speech, in which 
he gave due credit to Mr. Jackson for the 
course he had taken. This riled Mr. Gibbens 
very much. He referred sarcastically te the 
apparent combination between the United 
States and the Brueh Companies, and said that 
Mr. Jackson deserved no credit whatever. He 
grew quite emphatic about it. The crowd kept 
right on, being very much interested in Mr. 
Gibbens. 

All this time Mayor Grant had been trying to 
get his resolution toa vote. ‘he Commission- 
ers began backing and filling to get out of bein 

ut on record. Jacob Hess looked angry, an 
Mir.

Said Mr. Gibbens: “‘I want it understood that, 
Iam and have been in favor of getting these 
wires in the subways just as soon as subways 
are built.”

The Mayor aud Mr. Hess voted no, It 
was lost on a tie, and then the Mayor put Mr. 
Hess’s amendment, which Was lost in much the 
game manner, Mr, Hess and Mr. Moss voting 
for it, and the Mayorand Mr. Gibbens voting 
against it. The Mayorexplained why he voted 
no on both substitute and amendment. Then 
the question recurred on Mayor Grant’s original 
resolution. Mark now how the lines were 
drawn. The contract of the Subway Company 
was in danger. Explanations went on the 
minutes with the votes as they were-recorded 
Here’s the way the votes stood on the Mayor’s 
resolution: 

Mr. Hess—No. 

Mr, Moss—No. 

Mr. Gibbens—No, 

Mayor Grant—Yes. 

Three to one against the effort to accelerate 
the putting of the wires underground. 

“Thisisaterrible blow to the electric light 
companies,” said Mr. Cravath. “I will now 
offer on behalf of the United States®ana Brush 
Companies to build subways at once and pro- 
vide ducts for other companies at 25 per cent 
lower rentals than are charged by the Subway 
Company.” 

Mr. Peckham said that his company would do 
the same. Mr. Lauterbach said that he would 
— until he found out what the board wanted 

one. 

Engineer Kearney’sreport wasthenread. He 
had but a very short time to getit up ana proba- 
bly the plan is not as comprehensive as it 
might be.

THE MAYOR’S ACTIVITY. 

Mayor Grant hada talk with District Attor- 
ney Fellows yesterday in regard to the death of 
Lineman Feeks, as well as the dangers from 
electric currents. Col. Fellows assured the 
Mayor that if there was any act in relation to 
the matter showing culpability on the part of 
any persons or company he would call it to the 
attention of the Grand Jury. Both the Mayor 


and Col. Fellows agreed that the case was beset 
with difficulties, as no one was certain what 
wire caused the lineman’s death, and there was 
reasop to believe that the wire had been 
charged a great distance away with the power- 
fui current. The Coroner, however, intended to 
make a thorough investigation, and facts might 
be brought out which woulda lead the Grand 
Jury to take immediate action, 

The Rev. Dr. Howard Crosby sent this letter 
to the Mayor: “ Permit me to express my 
thankful admiration of your tirraness in insisting 
apes the remvuval of the electric light wires, 
which have been a fearful source of death and 
& constant menace to the life of our fellow- 
citizens. It would be far better for us to go 
back to the gasligbts than thus to risk precious 
lives. The companies who make their fortunes 
by the electric lights seem to have no regard 
for aught but their purses. Your resolute con- 
duct as our city’s highest magistrate has most 
vieviony checked their indolence and re- 
core the warm approbation of the whole 
city. 


POSTPONED TILL TO-DAY. 


THE ARGUMENT ON THE ELEOTRIC 
LIGHT INJUNCTION CASES. 


At 11 o’clock yesterday forenoon Judge An- 
drews was to have heard the arguments for and 
against the continuance of the injunction ne 
granted against the Mayor on Saturday. The 
Supreme Court, Chaznbers, was crowded with 


prominent lawyers and representatives of eleo- 
tric es aeons | companies. Unfortunately, there 
were gbout forty cases on the calendar preeeding 
that of the Brush Electric Lighting Company and 
the United States liluminating Company against 
the Mayor. Delay was evident, but matters 
ran along so rapidly that it seemed as though 
the injunction would be reached early in the 
afternoon. A great big snag was struck, how- 
ever, when the case of The People against Boat- 
wick was cailed. This suit, involving a ques- 
tion of wharf rights, brought six \awyere to the 
bar, one of whom had to argue for the people 
and five against. They started in soon after 11, 
audat 1 o’clock had fairly got down to work. 
Then the usual one-hour adjournment came. 

Lawyers Joseph H. Choate and Allan W. Ev- 
arts, who appearea for the Brush Company 
and Lawyer Paul D. Cravath, who re resented 
the United States Company, proposed that as 
there was but little chance of reaching the in- 
junction cases before 4 o'clock, the regular hour 
of adjournment, they ask for a postponement. 
Accordingly, when the court opened at 2 
o’clock, Mr. Choate said to the court! 

“Your Honor, a8 there is but little prospect 
of your being able to hear us to-day, and we 
cannot well spare the time to sit around, we 
would like a postponement until to-morrow.” 

**Ob, I will hear you,” was the reply of the 
court, ‘The case is so important that [’ll give 
you until midnight to argue, [f you are not 
through then I’li adjourn, but at present [ 
would uot feel justified in doing so Unless the 
Corporation Counsel assented.” 

Corporation Counsel Olark said that he was 
willing to consent to a twenty-four-heur post- 
ponement, provided the companies would pleuge 
themese! ves not to turn On any currents in Wwe 
meantime. The companies would not make 
‘any such promise, and the wharf hearing went 
on orale. At 4 o’clock Mr. Choate again ad- 

ressed the court to say: 

* * Your Honor, we, the Brush and the United 
States Compani¢s, agree to shut off and keep 
shut off all currents until to-morrow morning if 
you will give us a postponement.” 

“Opn that condition,” said Corporation Coun- 
sel Clark, * I anr willing.” 

Judge Andrews granted the postponement 
and will hear the arguments to-day.

“SPOTTING” BAD WIRES. 


EXTENSIVE INSPECTIONS BY EXPERT 
WHEELER AND HIS ASSISTANTS. 

Mr. Wheeler, the Board of Electrical Control’s 
expert, assisted by Experts Reilly and Fitzpat- 
rick, with twelve or fifteen linemen, continued 
their work yesterday of “spotting” sections of 
overhead electric wires where the insulation 
was worn out or otherwise imperfect. They 
confined their operations almost entirely to the 
wires strung along the Bowery, Greenwich- 
street, and Nintb-avenue, aud those owned by 
the East River Electric .Lichting Company, 
which company has not yet secured an injunc- 
tien restraining the board from nerwncdegasine 4 
with its wires, except on Sixth-avenue, sul- 
fered most at their hands, and their wires, 
wherever found, were cut down.

There are lots of these little “electric ped- 
dlere” in the city, according to Col. Kearney, 
the Board of Eleetrical Control’s chief en- 
gineer, ap the wires they use are not very 

ood, All of the wires owned by Embury Mo- 

an, who rents his power from G. F. Hall’s 
plant at 83 Centre-street, have been cut down 
within the past few days: Their condition was 
worse, if anything, than the specimens of the 
East River Company’s wires brought to Mr. 
Gilroy’s office, 

J. S..Morse, connected with an electric time 
detector company, whose office is at 234 Broad- 
way, advertised yesterday and the day before 
for ‘200 linemen for immediate use,” and 
a TIMES reporter went over there to inquire by 
whom the men were to be employed. Mr. Morse 
said that he wanted them for his own company. 
Their contracts, he said, were many and press- 
ing, and they hadn’t enough men todo the work 
they had on hand. Someof the men who had

THE HEALTH BOARD’S POWER, 


IT BELIEVES IT CAN REMOVE ANYTHING 
DANGEROUS TO LIFE. 


President Wilson of the Board of Health said 
yesterday that the Health Department had full 
power to remove the electric light wires after 
they have been declared a nuisance danger- 
ous tolife, When the Board of Electrical Con- 
trol was organized the responsibility for the 
maintenance of the overhead wires was taken 
from the Health Department, and the board 
would not be likely to act unless called upon to 
do so by the Mayor, whose hands were tied by 
the injunctions, But a perusal of the law has 
convinced Mr. Wilson that the power is vested in 
the Health Department and could be invoked, 
while those whose immediate duty it is to move 
against the dangerous wires are powerless to 
act. . 

The section under which President Wilson 
says the board can take action is Section 538 of 
the Consolidation act, which reads as follows: 
“The powers of said board shall be construed to 
include: the ordering and enforcing in the same 
manner as other orders are provided to be enforced, 
* * ® theremovai of any obstruction, matter, or 
thing in or upon the public streets, sidewalks, or 

laces which shali, in their opinion, be liable to 
ead to resuits dangerous to life or health, for the 
revention of accidents by which life of health may 
be endangered.” 
The procedure referred to in this section is for 
the Board of Health to order an inspection of 
anything complained of asa nuisance, aud if 
the i pooner reports it as such an order is 
isaned or its abatement or removal. If asked 
for within three days after the service of the 
order on the persons affected thereby, a hear- 
ing must be given to the aggrieved persons be- 
fore the board, and in the meantime the exeou- 
tion of the order is suspended. In case a hear- 
ing is not asked for and the nuisance is not 
abated or removed within five days the Board 
of Health can proceed to remove or abate the 
nuisance, 
Section 539 of Consolidation act is as follows: 
“It is hereby declare! to be the duty of every 
owner or part owner, or person interested, or 0 
every lessee, tenant, or occupant of any place, an 
of eyery person conductirg or interested in busi- 
ness, to 80 conduct the same that it shall not be Gan- 
gerous or prejudicial to life or health.” 
And Section 8 of the Sanitary Code provides: 
“That no person shall carelessly or negligently 
door devise or contribute to the doing of any act 
or thing dangerous to the life or detrimental! to the 
health of any human being; nor shall any person 
knowingly do or devise or contribute to the doing 
ot any such act or thing (not actually authorized 
by law) except with justifiable motives, aud for 
ahequate reasons; nor shall any person omit to do 
any act, or to take any precaution, reasonable and 
proper, to prevent or remove danger or detriment 
to the life or health of any human being.” 
President Wilson sees sufficient law and au- 
thority in the above sections for the Health 
Department to act if deemed necessary. Section 
619 of the Consolidation act provides that “no 
preliminary injunction shall be granted against 
the Board of Health or its officers except the 
Supreme Court at a Special or General lerm 
thereof after service of at least eight days’ no- 
tice of a motion forsuch injunction.” Section 
1,091 contains a similar provision. 
In view of the fact that the board may be 
called upon to take an active part in the crusade 
against the dangerous wires, President Wilson 
aid not desire to make any prediction as to what 
course the board would adopt, but he appeared 
prepared to take a hand in the fight aguinst the 
wires, 
Specific complaints against dangerous electric 
light wires have been investigated by the san- 
itary inspectora in two cases, and orders were 


piace them in safe pa and the orders were 
promptiy complied with. In one case the 
dangerous wires were in front of Hegeman’s 
drug store, Eizhth-street and Broadway, and in 
the other case near the Colonnade Hotel, on 
Broadway. The United States Electric Light 
Company was the offender in each case, and the 
remedy was appliea without contest, 
The opinion of President Wilson of the Board 
of Health that under the old law his depart- 
ment could order the removal of all dangerous 
street wires if so directed or requested by the 
Mayor was not concurred in either by the 
Mayor or his advisers yesterday. When the old 
law was passed it undoubtedly conveyed such 
ower a8 is now needed to insure the peremp- 
ory removal of the wires. That law. still stands 
and would be ey 4 applicable to the present 
case were it not for the later law providing for 
the oreation of the Board of Electrical 
Control, and tavesting that board with 
practically all authority over wires and 
subways. Since the common law contemplates 
distinct and exclusive rather than concurrent 
sumenenen on the part of tribunals or commis- 
ions to whom matters of public concern are in- 
trusted, the Mayor’s advisers are inclined to 
think that trouble might come from any attempt 
to have the Board of Health perform in this 
emergency a function clearly poloncing to the 
Board of Electrical Control. This is a first im- 
pression anes | those who have conterred in 
regard to it, and although they were willing to 
say that the question might be held by the 
courts to: be one of legal interpretation, they 
were inclined to advise the Mayor to avoid the 
abep suxgested by President son. There ia 
little prospect that he will do anything unless 
otherwise advised.

MORE THAN ONE;.THOUSAND ELECTRIC 
LIGHTS EXTINGUISHED. 
New-Yorkers who had occasion to go out 
doors last night missed the brilliancy of the 
aro lights, and those who had not heard 
of the determination of the Brush and 
United States Companies to shut off their 
currents wondered at the gloomy trans- 
formation. Darkness comes early these 
October days, and yesterday daylight disap- 
peared only jo give way to blackness,’wind, and 
rain, with the incident disagreeable accom pani- 
ments of mud and blind pools in the streets.

ore than a thousand street lizhts in all were 
extinguished by the shutting off of the currents 
oy the two companies. ‘he east side, from the 
owery and Third-avenue to the river, was 
lighted almost as ‘well as usual, as that 
territory is almost exclusively covered 
by the East River Company. The Bow- 
ery and Third-avenue, an the section 
between Bowery and [hird-svenue and Broad- 
way, was sprinkled with a few Last River Com- 
pany lights, but hardly. enough to relieve the 
darkness. rom the Battery to Fourteenth- 
street west of Broadway there was not an elec- 
tric light going, and Broadway itself from the 
Battery to Fifty-ninth-street was in darkness. 
Union and Madison squares were without 
lights, and all of Fourteenth, Twenty-third, 
Thirty-fourth, and Forty-second atreets from 
river toriver. Fourth-avenue from Fourteenth 
to Forty-second street and allof Irving-place 
eame under the ban, as did all the west side 
avenues, except Sixth-avenue, from Carmine- 
street.to Eighteenth, which is lighted by the 
East River Company. 

The Brush’ Company does no incandescent 
lighting. The United States Company supplies 
15,000 lights, but despite the fact that these 
were shut off it was not noticeable last night 
as their supply goes largely to factories and 
business houses rather than to hotels, public 
pulldings, and theatres. ‘The Edison system 
was working as usualinall the Broadway aud 
avenue stores and in all Lange’ places through 
the central section of the city, where its sub- 
ways are laid. 

Tne Brush and the United States Company 
both notified Superintendent of Police Murray 
that their lights would be shut off, and specified 
the streets. W. T. Moore, the President of the 
Brush Company, wrote: 

“Tthink it only ind good to notify you that by 
arrangement of counsel in our injunction suit, 
which is to be argued to-morrow, we have agreed 
to turn off all lights pending decision in the mat- 
ter.’’ 

Superintendent Schuyler of the United States 
Company in his letter simply said: “ None of 
the lamps furnished by this company for the 
city ot New-York will be lighted to-night.” 

Orders were at once sent out to all police sta- 
tions In the darkened district that a double 
patrol force should be sent out and patrolmen 
given special instructions to use extra vigilance 
while on post in enerding life and property 
from footpads, who it was feared would take 
advantage of the opportunity to assault and 
rob. So taras the hours upto midnight were 
en however, everything was as orderly 
as usual. 


DAY CURRENTS SHUT OFF. 


SOME INCONVENIENCE CAUSED 


DOWN-TOWN MERCHANTS. 


The big houses in the dry goods district suf- 
fered no little loss, and bore up under consid- 
erable inconvenience yesterday through the 
failure of some of the electric light companies 
to supply them with proper illumination. Early 
yester.ay morning the mail carriers were kept 
busy distributing all over the district this 


formal postal card notice, signed by the Brush 
Electric Light Company: 


“We have somporarily discontinued the day cir. 
cuit which supplies your premises with electric 
current, The service will be continued very soon.” 

Many houses, such as H. B. Claflin & Co. and 
E, 8. Jaffray & Co.,own their own plants and 
were put to no inconvenience yesterday. They 
were extremely lucky, Crowds of buyers were 
found.in the houses on Worth and Leonard 
streets and on Broadway. But the salesmen 
were nervous in handling them and sadly 
missed the lights by means of which goods 
could be fairly well displayed, even upon a 
bleak and rainy day. There was considerable 
complaint over the annoyance caused by a lack 
of electric lighting by W. L. Strong & Co., 75 
Worth-street, F. R. ‘‘ownsend, 71 Worth-street, 
A. D. Juillard & Co,, 66 Worth-street, and the 
Washington Milis Company, 89 Worth-street. 
So the story ran all through the neighborhood 
among these and other customers of the Brush 
Company. But the firms, it ia only fair to say, 
in every instance thought that pome safety 
actually demanded the placing of the death- 
dealing currents under ground. 

Just across from the Worth-street firm of W. 
L, Strong & Co. a big carpet and rug firm was 
preeeee os | its goods under a steady glow of 
electricity. But the.building is one of those 
owned - the Manhattan Keal Estate Assoocia- 
tion. ‘his oompeny owns its own electric 
plant, The exact expressions used by one of 
its officers, who was seen at the Lwonard-street 
headquarters yesterday afternoon by a TIMES 
reporter, were these: ‘We control our own 
wires and supply electric lighting to our own 
tenants. These wires are all under ground, and 
por aed danger to life from them. Contact 
with them is impossible. We had to fight tne 
other companies presey hard before we could 
obtain the right to supply our tenants. The 
main trouble with these murderous wires is in 
the use of the ‘Underwriters’ wire insulation.’ 
The so-called insulation consists mainly of cot- 
ton and white lead.” 

Mr. Seg: C. Clarke of the firm of Tefft, Wel- 
ler & Co., 328 Broadway, said yesterday that it 
was awkward to have to dispense with electric 
light on such @ busy day as Monday. Until the 
Brush Company’s circular had reached his 
office his firm had not understood the absence 
of the light, Like most other dry goods men, 
Mr. Clarke considers stringent measures neces- 
sary on the \part of the city authorities, All 
over the dry zoods district the ory is: “‘ Proper 
and complete insulation.”

UNJUST TO THE COMPANIES. 


WHAT INTEREST HAVE THE ELECTRICAL 
COMMISSIONERS IN A MONOPOLY ? 


A gentleman prominently connected with 
electric light interests in this city said yester- 
day: ‘‘ Notwithstanding the fact that there is 
more or less justice in the public clamor which 
is now being made against the electric-light 
companies in this city, it should not be forgot- 
ten that the companies have some rights and 
are entitled tosome sympathy. The policy of 
the Board of Electrical Control during the past 
few months, and more especially its resent 
action, has placed them in a somewhat embar- 
rassing position. This is especially true of the 
United States and the Brush Company, who 
operate four-fifths of the aro lights used in the 
city, besides some ten or fiftesn thousand in- 
candescent lights operated by the United States 
Company. The parties interested in these com- 


panies have, during the past seven or eight 
yeara, invested over $2,500,000 in their busi- 
nees. 
“ During the last year and a half the compa- 
nies have been greatly impeded in their vusi- 
ness by the board. They have been allowed 
very few privileges, and in most instances have 
not been allowed to repiuce old wires with new 
Ones of more improved: insulation. The result 
is that while the electric-ligbt companies are 
party to biame for the cundition of the over 
ead wires, part of the responsibility should be 
borne by the Board of Electrical Control, who 
by their unbusinessiike method have prevented 
any harmonious and cousistent policy being 
agg regarding the control of the business; 
ub the most unjust act of all was that of to- 
day at the meeting of the Board of Electrical 
Control, 
** The representative of the United States and 
_ Brush Companies eer at the méeting, ex- 
plained to the buard the great injury its recent 
action had done to those companies, and stated 
that, notwithstanding the protection of tne in- 
uncilon which is still in force, buth companies 
ad turned off the current from their lights and 
would continue to do Bo. 

“He then earnestly besought the Board of 
Electrical Control to aliow the Brusb and 
United States Companies to build suvwavys at 
their own expense. He offered in behalf of his 
companies to take any portion of the subway 
system of this city which would be awarded to 
them, and that each company shouid givea 
bond in the sum of $250,000 for the faitnrul

FUNERAL OF THE VICTIM. 


SERVICES OVER THE BODY OF LINEMAN 
FEEKS—HELP FOR HIS FAMILY. 


The funeral services over the body of the un- 
fortunate lineman, John E. H. Feeks, whose 
tragic death has caused such upiversal discus- 
sion concerning the dangers of electric light 
wires strung overhead, were held last nightin 
the petty little home of the dead man’s father- 
‘in-law, James Tucker, 58 East One Hundred 
and Twenty-ninth-street. It rained viciously 
all the evening, but scores of the afflicted fam- 
ily’s friends breasted the storm and went to 


1a in the last earthly rites. Among them were 
inemen who had worked with Feeks and some 
ot those men who had helped in lowering his 
terribly disfigured body from the wires in which 
he had met his death, twenty five or thirty men- 
bers of Getty’s Lodge, No. 11, L OO. F., of which 
he had been a member, and over a hundred other 
frieuds. 

The coffin had been placed in the parlor and 
was tightly closed, for all efforts had been 
futile in trying to smooth out of the dead face 
the marks of the deadly wires, and it had been 
deemed best to conceal them entirely by clos- 
ing up the casket’s lid, Tastefully arranged 
about the bier were masses of flowers, loosely 
strewn about and made into various symbolical 
forms. Seated about on campstools and chairs 
were the friends; the members of the family 
remained in the roome on the floor above. 

The Rey. Joachim Elmendorf, D. D., pastor of 
the First Coliegiate Reformed Church, at One 
Hundred and Twenty-first-street and Third- 
avenue, conducted the services, Standing on 
the stairway, where he could be heara equally 
well by those assembled to he xr him, he read 
impressively the liturgy in the solemn service 
of the dead, and then made an address in which 
he talked of Feeke’s awful death and the causes 
which led to it. 

“In former days,” he said, “events like this 
were characterized as visitations of God, bus 
His providences should be divided into two 
classes—permissive as well as appointed provi- 
dences, Surely this man was in no way re- 
sponsible for the awful accident which befell 
him. Inthe way of duty he went to his death, 
but there was human responsibility somewhere 
for his destruction. This was permitted, possi- 
bly, to stir up our cominunity to a great and de- 
termined resistance to thatapiritof carelessness 
or greed which would endanger human lives. 
Every life is too precious to be put in peril by 
the indifference or the avarice of either indi- 
viduals or of organizations. I hope that this 
community will be so excited to activity by 
this unfortunate man’s death that 1t will rise 
up and hold to their reapomeiseray every asso- 
ciation hav ng control of and using these forces 
of destiuc§ on. In by far the large majority of 
collisions at sea and on land, explosions, great 
confiagrations, and all disastrous accidents re- 
sulting in the loss of human life, the cause is 
directly traceable to the spirit of reckless am- 
bition or of grasping avarice.” 

The reverend preacher then came into the: 
parlor and, standing atthe head of the casket 
while everybody stood up and listened to the 
words he uttered, read the burial service. At 
its conclusion he gave way to the Odd Fellows 
present, and ceremonies according to their rit- 
ual were then conducted by them. Noble Grand 
George J. Monroe read the prescribed invoca- 
tion, and then the Odd Fellows sang a solemn 
hymna. Chaplain Thomas Brisbane prayed, and 
when another hymn had been sung the Noble 
Grand placed sprigs of evergreen upon th 
closed casket, and thus concluded the funer 
ceremonies. The tinal services will be held at the 
house at 10:80 this morning, and the body will 
then be taken to Woodlawn Gemeter for inter- 
ment.

Considering the fact that all efforts to dis- 
cover what company it was who owned the wire 
which had caused Feeks’s death bad proved 
futile, Mr. Crain was considerably astonished 
at the woman’s story. He advised her, how- 
ever, not to agree to any compromise, but tosee 
the man again and come back at a time when 
she could find the Mayor, who would take the 
proper action in the matter. Then she departed 
and did not return during the day, 

. This woman 1s evidently an impostor, and for 
some unaccountable reason is trying a bold 
game to personate the dead man’s widow. Mrs. 
Feeks was seen last night by a T1IMgs reporter, to 
whom sbe said most positively that she had not 
only not gone tu the Mayor’s office, but that sh 
had not been out of the house that day. She coul 
form no idea as to who the woman was or what 
was her object in making the statement she 
made. 

Mrs. Feeks’s father, Mr. James Tucker, cor- 
roborated bis daughter's statements, and was 
extremely indignant that it could have been 
supposed that she would have gone On such an 
errand so soon after her husband’s death. And 
Mrs. Feeks’s physician, who has been in con- 
stant attendance upon her since lust Friday, 
when the dreadful news was brought her, said 
that it would have been a physical impossibility 
for her to make such a trip. 

The contribution box tacked up on.the tele- 
graph pole at Centre and Chambers streets, 
where Feeks met his horrible death, was still 


there yesterday, and the amount already con- 
tributed was increased during the day by sev- 
eral buudred doliars. Mr. Vogan, who has the 
matter in charge, had hada neat white sign, 
with prominent biack jetters, prepared, and the 
sign, hauging just above the littie tin box, reads:

DOCTORS FIND MUCH FAULT WiTH THE 
PRESENT SYSTEM. 


“ Observations on the Law Relating to Coro- 
ners” was the title of a paper read by Mr. 
Charles Kitchell before the Society of Medical 
Jurisprudence and State Medicine at its meet- 
ing at 12 West Thirty-first street, last evening, 
and it proved the text for a very interesting 
discussion. The present system of Coroners in 
this State, and partioulariy in this city, 
was ot bitterly arraigned both by Mr. 
Kitchell and the gentiemen who followed him, 
and it is not anlikely that the movement thus 
begun will result in the repeal of the present 
laws pertaining to the subject and the passage 
of an act similar to that now in force in Massa- 
chusetts. 

A law was passed in that State in 1877 au- 
thorizing the Governor to appoint a Board of 
Examination in each county, to consist of two 
hysicians, whose duty it should be to 
nquire into the cause of death in all 
suspicious cages brought to their attention, and 
if the facts sHould warrant it to then turn the 
case over to the county’s prosecuting officer. 
This plan has proved most effective; much to 
be preferred oa the law in force in this and 
most of the other States. 

Mr. Kitchell, in his address, sketched the 
growth of the lawe and the evils which have 
grown with them. The present system was 
brought to this country, almost intact, from 
England, where it had been_in operation 
since before the days of Queen Elizabeth. He 
cited various cases, many of which had come 
directly to his notice, where Coroners had over- 
scapes the pounds of propriety and law alike, 
and had ig be pee into and taken charge of 
cases quite beyond their jurisdiction. He ad- 
vooated strongly an entire revolutivnizing of 
the system. 

Athis suggestion Dr. Landon C. Gray, the 
President of the society, was empowered to ap- 
Fe a@ committes of nine, five physicians and 

our lawyers, which should draft a bill and pre- 
sentitas soon as may be forthe approval of 
the society. This bill will be introduced at the 
next session of the Legislature. 

The remainder of the evening was taken up 
in the informal discussion of the sins of New- 
York Coroners. The most important instance 
of the inability of this particular class of poli- 
ticians to do their work properly, it was de- 
clared, was that of the case of John 
Schenack, who, on the 6th of the present 
Month was taken to Bellevue Hospital with a 
fracture of the skull. He was properly treated 
by the attending surgeons, but died the next 
day. Coroner Messemer and Deputy Coroner 
Conway made an autopsy, with the result that 
@ death certificate was filed to the effect 
that jthe man had come to his dex»th 
from carbolic acid poisoning. Another 
eXamination was requested and held at the in- 
stance of Dr. Theodore Dunham, house surgeon 
at Bellevue, at which it was conclusively shown 
that the man died jfrom’ fracture of the skull. 
Yet at the inquest on Saturday an intelligent 
jury, in the face of the testimony of several 
surgeour, decided that Schenuch had died from 
the effecis of a dose of carbolic acid. 

As an instance of the sensible questions some- 
times asked by Coroners the two following 
were submitted, as among those actually put 
to witnesses by Coroner Levy at the Bishop in- 
quest: “ How can any one tell that a post- 
mortem examination has been made before 
death?” and “Is rigor mortis asure sign of 
death ?” 

A resolution was adopted by the soclety ex- 
pressing full confidence in Drs. Irwin and Fer- 
guson, who were chiefly concerned in the Bishop 
case.

In the trial of high license 
they argue that the best effects possible under 
the system could be secured, as the Prohibi- 
tionists and temperance people would make a 


large majority, as the press would support the 
rovomseny, and as the betterclass of saloon 
keepers who could afford to pay the higher fee 
would Wisin hele influence against all attempts 
at a selling, 

The Commissioners of this bay A now intend 
to raise the license fesa from $300 to $400 or 
$500, andthe new advocates from the Prohibi- 
tion ranke would make it atill higher as a better 
eo of the system. But to even an increase of 

100 the og dealers—particularly those in 
the wholesale trade—are strongly oppos 
The men who two weeks 
high license declare that if 
saloons would be run without 
imate deal ‘would gain nothing in in- 
creased trade, and the benefit to the 
taxpayers would be even less than at 
present, The poorer saloou keepers could 
not profitab R a high license, and they have 
80 much political influence behind them that 
they need not meekly submit to what they deem 
an unbjust discrimination. And they are the 
strongest Opponents of high license. Already 
they have made threats in this city that if the 
license be raised they will vote for and use all 
their power in favor of no license, Tne fear of 
such revenge has made the liquor dealers unan- 
imous for the present low license, with the 
brewers in line, doing their utmost to preserve 
harmony and retain their market.

ecause he found by personal observation that 
it does not prohibit in Maine. He was attacked 
by the Prohibitionists during the recent cam- 
paign for his anti-prohibition utterances, and 
at that time he submitted to them a proposition 
of uniting the Prohibitionists and other tem- 
perance workers‘ for the support of any meas- 
ure in temperance legislation that might be 
recommended by such political economists and 
students of charities as Profs.

THE POPULATION OF THE TERRITORY 
SMALL AND ITS POLITICS CORRUPT 


~.° go AN ALARMING EXTENT. 


Bors Crry, Idaho, Oct. 14.—The fact that con- 
tiguous Territories have adopted Constitutions 
and made ready to assume the responsibilities 
attaching to Statehood has made no difference 
in publio opinion with the people of Idaho. 
Our citizens have sulked from the first, because 
the movement has been one of poiiticians 
wherein the mass of the people had no voice. 
Delegates selected by County Committees of the 
two parties, and presenting themselves for_ad- 
mission to. a Constitutional Convention with no 
other credentials, can scarcely be supposed to 
be proper persons to represent the people in a 
matter of 80 much importance as the declara- 
tion of their rights. The provisions made for 
the alteration of the Constitution to be submit- 
ted are such that it will require many years to 
amend it, however injurious its provisions may 
be. A proposed amendment must be passed by 
two-thirds of both branches of the Legislature 
and two years afterward submitted to the peo- 
ple for their ratification or rejection. 

Having the example of our neighbor, Nevada, 
so near at hand, the number of Idahoans who 
are not willing, recklessly, to assume the habili- 
ments of Statehooa is by no means small If 
population and wealth warranted our admission 
into the Union, very few, if any, of our peuple 
would raise an objection. Butsuch is not the 
fact. The®eturns of the County Assessors are 
all in, and, notwithstanding the requirements 
of the statute that those officers ars sworn to 
return property at its full valuation, Gov. 
Shoup finds himsel under the necessity, in his 
annual report to the Secretary of the Interior, 
of giving $23,000,000 as the sum total of the 
assessment, and this, in the face of the well- 
known fact that strong influences were brought 
to bear upon the county officials to make 
the least possible showing in the apprai-al 
of taxable property for the purposs 
of influencing Congress in the matter 


of our admission upon the one hand, and to in- 
crease the ability of the Territory to contract 
debts, now limited to 4 per cent. on the assessed 
valuation of ie gare sy upon the other. The Gen- 
eral Government now pays our legislative, exec- 
utive, judicial, and many other expenses, aud yet 
weare in debt about $200,000. During last 
Winter’s session a number of memorials passed 
the two houses addressed to Congress and .ask- 
ing that for certain purposes therein named the 
Territory be allowed to exceed in its liabilities 
the 4 per cent. limit. The foregoing presents & 
general outline of our ability to support a State 
Government, which under the pevoees Consti- 
tution cannot cost less than $250,000 per year. 

Notwithstanding these facts, the ingenuity of 
our Idaho statesmen has been taxed to its ut- 
mostin devising schemes four the depletion of 
the Treasury. Besides property taxes there 
are poll taxes, a@ hospital tax, occupation tax, 
and a graduated tax on the amount of sales 
made by merchants. There are many others 
too numerous to mention, but it may be well to 
give a tew specimens. When an attorney is ad- 
mitted to practice at the bar he must pay the 
sum of $25 into the Territorial Treasury, and 
when a teacher makes application for examina- 
tion he must pay $3 into the Treasury of the 
county, All subjects for taxation are s0 com- 
pletely covered that it would puzzle inventive 
genius to rake up something new. We can 
learn no more ir that respect, but are well pre- 
pared to teach. 

As to population. At the election in Novem- 
ber last, when the Mormons mostly took the 
test oath and voted, 16,003 votes were polled, 
the largest upon recordin the Territory, It is 
usual in all communities to reckon five of popu- 
lation to one vote, but this estimate will not 
hold good in the case ot Idaho, where women are 
so few 1n comparison with the number of men. 
Very few of those who migrate to this Territo- 
ry bring wives, and in some localities a woman 
is almost a curiosity. There is no Territory 
containing so small a number of temales and 
children, with the possible exveption of Alaska. 
The 16,003 votes, ata most liberal estimate, 
will not indicate a population greater than 
from 65,000 to 70,000. This cannot ma- 
terially increase at present. The soil 1s 
most fertile when properly irrigated, but 
all the small streams having been approp. iatei, 
@ great deal wore than individual efturt is 
needed to make it productive. If the Govern- 
ment will turn rivers over the plains it owns, 
or capitalists will open mines and erect smelt- 
ersand quartz mills, there will come more 
farmers, miners, werchants, mechanics, and 
men of all occupations. Until something of 
the kind is done the population must remain 
where it is, and ifit bea prerequisite to State- 
hood, the latter must be deferred. 

There is no enthusiasm among the people in 
regard to the Statehood movement, and the 
honest vote cast in November next will be 
very light. But certain portions of the Terri- 
tory have earned an unenviable reputation for 
ballot-box stuffing, and crimes have been com- 
mitted here in that line which, had they taken 
place in the city of New-York, would have been 
heralded over the Union and the perpetrators 
would have been consigned to Sing Sing Prison. 
They have generally excited but little comment 
except for a few days after the election, 
although the facts were well known. in one 
case, about six years ago, an attempt 
was made to prosecute 2a candidate 
tor Delegate to Congress for forging false re- 
turns from Kootenai County, but he left the 
Territory before the olticer to whom the war- 
rant was intrusted could arrest him, and-he 
has remained away ever since. Four years ago 
last Fall the judges and clerks of a precinctin 
one of the eastern counties of the Territory 
were compelled tosign returns at the muzzies of 
pistols, and in the same county, at the same 
election, two other precinuts had their ballot 
boxes stuffed. Although the traud was weil 
known and reversed the result, the votes count- 
ed accomplished their purpose, and no prosecu- 
tions followed. 

Negiect of the District Attorney, sympathy of 
the court, and care upon the part ot the county 
otticers in the drawing of the Grand Jury has 
shielded many political criminals west of the 
Missouri Kiver. Newspapers published where 
these frauds are most common have foreshad- 
owed their recurrence by giving untruthful ac- 
counts of increased population, when every 
well-informed man in the Territory knows full 
well that the present cay; abilities of the sevtion 
of the Territery alluded to will not warrant 
such increase. Every vote cast 1n excess of 
10,000 at the election in November may be re- 
garded as fraudulent. There are districts 
in the erritory where it requires 3a 
day’s travel for the voter to get to 
the polling places and another to re- 
turn. There is not a sufficient amount 
of interest taken to warrant such an amount of 
expense and trouble. “It is a politician's elec- 
tion,” many say, ‘and let them do the voting.” 
The judges may permit women, children, In- 
dians, or any one else to vote who Chooses, or 
they can make false returns without fear of 
punishment. No sanction of law i8 thrown 
arevund the ballot box ip any form. Even in 
primaries the sanctity of the ballot box 1s pro- 
teoted in some of the Eastern States. It is not 
the case here. The County Conmissioners are 
not authorized to pay judwes or clerks, and the 
returns must run the chances of the mails. The 
Verritorial Canvassing Board is not obliged to 
count the returns, but it will do so. 

The number of aspirants for positions under 
a State Government is wonderfully out of 
proportion to our sparse population. There are 
no jess than thirty wouid-ve United States 
Senators, many of whom are remarkable men; 
fifteen or twenty wish to go to the lower house 
of Congress, while the list of expectant Gov- 
ernors, Judges, Attorney Generals, Ko., is very 
extensive. 





A SUBTERRANEAN RIVER. 
Paris Dispatch to the London Daily News. 

A subterranean river bas just been discovered 
in the district of Miers, in the Department of 
Lot. Miersis in the heart of a wild, mountainous 
country, in the deepest recesses of which caves 
and grottoes are fuund, some of which appear 
to have been the abodes of our troglodyte an- 
cestors. The other day two explorers—M. Mar 
tel and M. Gaupillat—discovered the river at 
the bottom of a gouffre or abyss known as the 
Pit of Paderac. Returning thither witn a fold- 
ing boat, made of sail cloth, they worked their 


way down stream for a couple of miles through 
@ succession of wonderful grottoe~ sparkling 
with stalactites. They found seven lakes on 
their way, and had to shoot thirty-seven cas- 
cades orrapids. The two explorers intend to 
start on a fresh expedition to ascertain, if pos- 
sible, the outlet of this unknown river. Thes 
conjecture that it joins ove @r the heads of the 
Dordogne, six miles from the abyss.

#RANO#S WONDBRFUL RIELE. 
GREAT PERFORMANCES oF THE NEW 


SMALL ARM FOR INFANTRY; 


Reports continue to come in of the wonderful / 
performance of the Lebei rifle, the new arm now 
being supplied to the French infantry, What 
with the smallness of the calibre and the ve- 
locity imparted vy the smokeless powder, the 
trajectory is so flatas to make the accuracy of 
the piece simply phenomenal. 

The latest achievement to hand is that of 
Lieut. Malteste of the Marines, who succeeded 
the other day, at Toulon, in transforming a 
five-frane piece into a veritable ring in three 
shots at a distance of 200 meters,.or 218 yards. 
Lieut. Malteste always enjoyed the reputation of 
@ orack shot, but he was never able to make 
such @ showing with any other rifle than a 
Lebel. 


According to the last reports furnished to our 
Naval Intelligence Office the daily product of 
the rifle is said to be 1,000. ‘Chere are 5,000 
machines employed in its manufacture at St. 
Etienne, 2,000 at Chatellerault,’ and 1,200 at 
Toul. Upto September of last year 580,000 
rifles of the new pattern.had been delivered, 
but in no instance was a single Lebel accepted 
until 5,000 cartridges were ready for it. 

In general appearance the Lebel rifle re- 
sembles a Hotchkiss repeating arm, such as is in 
use in the United States Navy, in all but the 
barrel arrangement. The magazine of the Lebel 
is under the barrel; in the case of the Hotchkiss 
it isin the sto6k. The Lebel carries eight car- 
tridges in its magazine, the Hotchkiss seven 
cartridges. The Lebel is fitted to receive a 
sword bayonet of a quadrangular shape. With 
bayonet fixed the extreme length is 71.8 
inches; without the bayonet the piece measures 
51.4 inches in length. 

But it is the calibre of the piece that calls for 
speciai note. In this instauce the minimum is 
3142 inch and maximum .3228 ‘inch The 
total weight of the plece, with magazine full, is 
9.713 pounds. The sight is graduated fora 
range of 2,187 yards, a distance greater than 
in any service arm in use. It bears stron 
comparison to the extreme twelve-hundred-yar 
range of the Springfield rifle in the United 
States service. 

The bullet is necessarily very small in di- 
ameter, but it makes up in weight by reason of 
itslength. This latter is 1.181 inches, with a 
weight of 231.48 grains. Some idea of the 
tremendous muzzle velocity of this small pro- 
jectile can be had when it is known that it will 
pierce over 15 inches of solid oak at a distance 
of nearly 220 yards trom the muzz'e of the gun. 
When perforwing this feat, the muzzle velocity 
is no less than 2,194 foot-secunds, 

Of course, it must not be understood that 
black powder gives this result, Tne Lebel bul- 
let is propelled by the mysterious smokeless 
powder, @ secret compound known to have for 
its principal ingredients gun cotton and cello- 
dion. Besides being smokeless, the powder cre- 


ates but little noise on explosion and gives only 


slight recoil. So far the only opjections which 
have been raised against the new compound is 
the stifling stench it causes. This is said to be 
little short of suffocating in its effect when a 
battalion is firing on a comparatively still day. 
What the effect would be on troops firing from 
houses and behind barricades can be in @ meas- 
ure imagined. 

The Lebel bullet, in order to render it the 
more eflicient in penetration, is coated with 
nickel, the rifle’s grooves being taken by soft 
metal ridges. It has been reported recently 
that a new cartridge has been invented which 
is superior to the regulation 86 M. The new ex- 
plosive, it is said, requires no metallic case, 
which, m consequence, reduces the weight 277 
grains. At a distance of 107 yards from the 
gun the Lebel bullet is said to traverse .433 
inches of iron. : 

Last year a comparative test was made be- 
tween the Lehel rifle and the old Gras rifle. 
The test was conducted at St, Cyr and was to 
determine the relative merits of the two arms 
in target practice, A company of infantry was 
armed with the Lebel rifle and another in- 
fantry company with the Gras rifle. At 400 
meters (437 yards) the former made 180 hits in 
200 shots, an: the latter only 80 hits under the 
Same conditions, The tiring with the Lebel was 
completed in forty seconds, without noise and 
without smoke. The firing with the Gras pro- 
duced a dense cloud of smoke, which interfered 
with the accuracy of aim. 

Experiments were made lately by the French 
Acadeny of Medicine to determine the wound- 
ing effects of the bullet from the Lebel rifle. 
Tweaty corpses were placed standing at ranges 
of 218, 434, 656, 1,093, 1,531, 1,749, and 2,187 
yards. The apertures were very small, and the 
cure of the wounds would have been difficult. 
At less than 328 yards the bullet made very 
large flesh wounds, which would have proved 
almost incurable, and produced typical lesions 
on the bones similar to those caused by the 
433 Gras bullet, but fractures were less fre- 
quent. The Lebel bullet was found to pass 
through the bone when it struck full, and 
produced fracture only when the impact 
was tangential. It was liable to deformation 
only at long ranges; the bullet did notflatten 
entirely, the lead formed in small points on the 
surface, and the points remained in the wound, 
rendering its treatment more complicated. 

The greatest penetration power of the Lebel 
bullet is at a distance of 656 feet from the muz- 
zle of the gun—in other words, the penetration 
increases with the distance; at 1,640 feet the 
penetration is generally less. This peculiar 
result is probably due to the irregular rotation 
of the bullet at the beginning of the trajectory. 





WAITING FOR CONGRESS. 


THE FORMATION OF A NAVAL RESERVE 
BATTALION WELL UNDER WAY, 


The formation of the First Battalion, New- 
York State Naval Militia, commonly known as 
the naval reserve, is well under way, and as 
soon as the National, Naval Reserve bill is 
passed, and it is possible to supply it with 
facilities in the way of ship and accoutrements, 
the battalion will begin drilling. Ata meeting 
of the promoters of the undertaking yesterday 
there were present the following gentlemen, all 
recently officers of the United States Navy: 
Aaron Vanderbilt, Philip B. Low, William N. 
King, Jr., William Butier Duncan, Jr., Dana 8. 
Green, George E. Kent, and Lieut. Mowbray. 
It was reported at the meeting that practical 
in number suiticient to make the 
battalion, had been enrolled, and that applica- 
tions for admission were still coming in rapidly. 

Capt. Aaron Vanderbilt, who has been at the 
head of the movement to organize the naval 
reserve in this State, submitted to the meeting 
@ letter he had received from Capt. Henry 
Erben of the United States Navy, who is at the 
head of the United States Board of Inspection 
of Merchant Vessels, In this Capt. Erben took 
the ground that the American people would 
never support @ Davy of large size, and hence 
an auxiliary fleet was necessary to the national 
safety. The true way to build up a navy was 
first to ouild up the mercautile marine, from 
which the auxiliary force could be drawn, as 
was contemplated by the naval reserve project. 

It was proposed to establish a naval reserve 
somewhat uponthe Enxlish system. In Eng- 
land @ company building a steam vessel and 
wishing to avail itseif of the Admiralty’s offer 
of a ziven sum of ready mouey and other con- 
tingent benetits complies with the Admiralty’s 
rules and builds the vessel so as to be avallabie 
as an auxiliary cruiser. These rules require an 
additiona: bulknead, brackets underneaih the 
gunmounts to withstand the downward press- 
ure of the guns wleu tired; the placing of the 
rudder head and steering gear below the water 
line, and the arrangement of coal vuukers io 
protect the machinery. These do not interfere 
with the as er capacity of either passengera 
or freight pece is set as the value of the 
vessel to be paidyin case she is taken for war 
puryoses, scaied for cértain deteriorations every 
tive years. ‘he Captain and certain ofticers 
and alarge portion of the crew must be naval 
reserve men. 

The batteries of such ships are taken down 
after being fitted and stored at available places 
on shore. The Russian Navy has now in service 
four steamers built on the Delaware River for 
the merchant service in 18738, which have gone 
splendid service in all parts of the worid. 
Capt. Erven says he can see no better way for 
the American Government to assist in the re- 
establishment of the mercantile marine than by 
establishing a naval reserve, Merchants should 
be encouraged, he says, to build ships with a 
view to their possible employment as cruisers. 
Neither the Boston, Atianta, Chicago, nor Balti- 
more could carry ceal enough to Keep the sea 
as long as some of the vessels recommended as 
first-class auxiliary cruisers. Enxyland was so 
well sutistied with her experiment that more 
orders had been given for steuwmers like the 
Teutonic and the City of Paris. 





WILL LEAVE ENGLAND BiHIND THEM.

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this city, clearing weather. 








The candidates of Tammany Hall for 
Register, President of the Board of Alder- 
men, and four Judgeships are to be put in 
nomination by a convention at the Wig- 
wam to-night. What opposition they are 
to encounter is yet to beseen. It is evi- 
dent that if there isto be an opposition, 
with any hope of defeating the Tammany 
ticket and checking the growing pewer of 
that organization over the local adminis- 
tration and the judiciary, if must be made 
up of a combination of the elements in- 
terested in such a result. There is a 
citizens’ movement already on foot and a 
public meeting in its interest is to be held 
in the latter part of the week, and 
presumably a Citizens’ ticket is to follow. 
If this ticket is so made up as to command 
the support of all Republicans and Demo- 
crats oppesed to Tammany, and no other 
opposition ticket is put in nomination, 
there can be no doubt of the result. We 
have always maintained the principle that 
the best hope for an efficient and honest 
administration of local aftairs is in non- 
partisan nominations and their support by 
citizens independent of political affilia- 
tions, and we have persistently contended 
for keeping the judiciary free from the 
entavglements of partisan politics. It is 
eminently desirable for the good of the 
public service of the city and the purity 
of the judiciary that candidates should 
be selected for their fitness and capacity. 
Doubtless the best means of securing this 
is through an independent citizens’ move- 
ment, but under the present circumstances, 
it will need to bring to its support the or- 
ganized forces ef the Republicans and 
County Democrats, Their best means, in 
fact their only means, of defeating Tam- 
many this year lies in supporting such a 
raovement. We are not concerned about 
the st*engthening of either of these organi- 
zations for future contests, but it will serve 
a good pubiic purpose if they can be brought 
without any political bargaining to sup- 
port a good Citizens’ ticket, even though 
the defeat of Tammany should bea stronger 

motive than the election of the best men to 


 pffices. 
According te a dispatch from Washing- 
ton in the Evening Post, the President is 
credited by members of his own party with 
ihe intention of urging upon Congress, in 
his first message, a revision of the tariff. 
It is quite probable that ho bas sach an in- 
qantien. It woald only bo carrying out the 
professions of Republican platforms, of Re- 


publican journals, and of many ef the 


leaders for a long time past. But the 
word “revision” isa very elastic one. It 
will be recalled that a “revision” of the 


session. Had the bill in which it was em- 
bodied become a law, the chains of special 
legislation in the interest of monopolists 
who furnish the money for Republican 
campaign funds would have been made 
heavier and tighter than they ever were be- 
fore. We should have had a fiscal system 
that in its wickedly oppressive and cor- 
rupt nature would not have been surpassed 
by that of any country in the world, not 
excepting Turkey. This fact throws light 
on Mr. Hagrison’s “intention,” and makes 
all reasonable men hesitate to feel any hope 
that he can recommend anything really in 
the interest of the people. 


There is another feature of Mr. HaRRI- 
son’s acts that must be borne in mind— 
their frequent insincerity. It would not at 
all follow, because he recommended to Con- 
gress to revise the tariff, even if he should 
urge an honest and rational revision, which 
would ease the burdens now resting on our 
American industries and make living cheaper 
for the workingmen, that he really wished 
to bring about such a change. It is unfort- 
unate and itis humiliating, but it is true, 
that avery large number of the American 
people have learned to distrust their Pres- 
ident. He has made so many and 80 ex- 
plicit promises; which he has afterward 
disregarded in the coolest fashion, gthat 
when he promises much the country has 
reason to fear, and often does fear, that 
he means mischief. The slavery of the 
Republican managers to the great capi- 
talists who thrive by means of the 
“protective” taxes is not lighter than it 
was a year ago. 1t is in some ways heavier, 
because the claim of the party to popular 
confidence has been weakened by the course 
of the Administration, and the leaders are 
more than ever dependent upon the re- 
sources to which the favorites of the tariff 
contribute. We shall know better than we 
do now what Mr. HARRISON’s ideas of ‘* re- 
vision” are when he defines them, and shall 
know better by the close of the session 
whether, if they should happen to be 
sound, the party will follow them. 





The friends of the movement for trans- 
ferring the Revenue Marine from the Treas- 
ury to the Navy Department appear to be 
looking forward with much confidence to 
accomplishing that object during the com- 
ing session of Congress. An argument 
which appeals with some force to the Rev- 
enue Marine officers themselves is that a 
transfer to the Navy Department would 
presumably insure as high pay as naval of- 
ficers obtain in analogous grades, and that 
such a transfer is practically the only way 
of securing a retired list. In organization, 
drill, discipline, arms, uniforms, regula- 
tions, mode of entering the service and con- 
tinuance in it, the Revenue Marine is essen- 
tially a military force. Yet so long as it is 
under the control of a civil instead ofa 
military department it is difficult, if not 
impossible, to secure for it a retired list. 
While the military character of the Rev- 
enue Marineis conceded, andthe value ofits 
services cheerfully acknowledged, Congress 
has hitherto been unwilling to make a 
precedent which might be extended to 
other portions of the civil departments, by 
creating a retired list for the Revente 
Marine. The consequence is that promo- 
tions are blocked, officers incapacitated for 
active duty by age or other disabilities 
being kept on the duty list because there 
is no provision for putting them elsewhere. 
It is further urged that the objection made 
on the score of additional expense will be 
partly offset by filling vacancies hereafter 
in the lowest grade of commissions from 
the Naval Academy, and thus doing away 
with the expense of separately educating 
Revenue Marine cadets. The subject is one 
on which both sides will be likely to seek 
a hearing in Congress. 


We have no doubt that the interests of 
litigants and of justice would be served if 
the refereesystem were altogether abolished, 
It is fruitful jp scandals, in improper and 
wrongful decisions, and it would besounder 
public policy to provide Judges enough to 
do the work of the courts without 
recourse to the aid of referees. But 
as the ‘system cannot be at once 
abolished, Judges who have abused their 
power of appointing referees should be set 
aside as often as they come before the peo- 
ple seeking re-election, GEORGE M. VAN 
HOoEsEN is such a Judge. In our news col- 
umns we print the record of Judge Van 
HOESEN’s referee appointments. It admits 
of but one construction, and that a 
plain one. Judge VAN HOESEN’s choice 
has in too many cases been visibly 
guided by a desire to discharge personal 
obligations to leave room for the supposi- 
tion that he has uniformly aimed, as he 
should have done, to assure himself 
of the competence and fitness of 
the referees appointed. It is ex- 
pected that’ Judge VAN HOoESEN will 
be renominated for the Common Pleas 
Bench by Tammany Hall to-night. Tam- 
many can do better than that. It ought 
to nominate a candidate who, if elected, 
would strengthen that court, and it sadly 
needs new life and strength. At any rate 
it ought not to condone Judge VAN Hokr- 
SEN’S misuse of referee appointments. 


Mr. HatsTeaD having withdrawn his 
charges against Mr. CAMPBELL, the Demo- 
cratic candidate for Governor of Ohio, 
Gov. FoRAKER can scarcely avoid follow- 
ing his example. The Governor is making 
speeches in the State, and he has repeated- 
ly nsed the charges that were founded on 
the forgeries published by Mr. HatsT#ab. 
He has even carried with him one of the 
patent ballot boxes and has exhibited it in 
order that his story about Mr. CAMPBELL’s 
secret contract might be more. effective. 
After Mr. CAMPBELL had denied all 
knowledge of the contract the Governor 
said in the course of a speech at Marietta: 
“I stand here to say, and I do say, in view 
of what Mr. CAMPBELL saw fit to say yes- 
terday, that he has not yet presumed to 
deny his signature to that contract. I 
stand here to say more than that, and I say 
it pertously and solemnly and with o full

‘knowledge of responsibility, that Mr. 
CAMPBELL never will truthfully deny that 
signature.” Two or three days later 
the forgeries were admitted. The Gov- 
ernor had snot been wholly unfa- 
miliar with the ballot box in question, 
for his brother was a stockholder of the 
company and he himself had commended it 
to the Governor and the Legislature of 
‘Michigan. He owes Mr. CAMPBELL an 
apology. Ifhe had been less anxious to 
accuse his. opponent of dishonesty the aft- 
ernoon Republican paper of Cincinnati 
might not now be moved to say that ‘* the 
Republican campaign is in a damaged con- 
dition,” that the party is “ disgusted,” and 
that the contest must be “ lifted to a 
higher plane.” 


The rational part of the German public, 
which is very numerous, must be consid- 
erably disgusted with the spectacle now 
furnished at Berlin. No lover of civiliza- 
tion ean be edified by reflecting that the 
two not very wise young men who are pay- 
ing each other perfunctory compliments 
have itin their power to plunge two great 
nations into war and to paralyze the opera- 
tions of industry in both. With Russia it 
does not so much matter, for Russia is still 
a medieval and not a modern country. But 
Germany is a modern nation and is very 
heavily handicapped in the industrial com- 
petition of modern nations by having to 
support a military ruler with all that he 
implies. ‘The oftener these royal pageants 
occur the more strongly will this truth be 
impressed on the German people and the 
sooner will there be an end of this obsolete 
nonsense. 


THE WARFARE OF THE WIRES. 


The arguments in regard to the contin- 
uance of the injunctions which prevent the 
removal of such. wires of certain electric 
light companies as may be found improp- 
erly insulated or in a dangerous condition 
were yesterday postponed until this morn- 
ing on eondition that those companies shut 
off theiy currents in the meantime. This 
left some of the streets in darkness last 
night and deprived some of the customers 
of the companies of the benefit of electric 
light, but the wires were at least safe so 
long as the deadly current was shut off. 
The question to be decided by these 
suits is one of great interest to the 
community just now. It has been suffi- 
ciently demonstrated that wires have 
been in constant use that were liable at 
any moment to destroy the life of any per- 
son who came in contact with them, or 
even with wires supposed to be harmless 
which happened by any accident to be re- 
ceiving a current from them. The question 
is whether there is power in the Board of 
Electrical Control or in any public author- 
ity to put an end to theuse of these insidious 
instruments of death. The order of the 
board did not contemplate the removal of 
any wires that were found to he safe, and 
the prompt action of the companies in ob- 
taining injunctions was a virtual acknowl- 
edgment that they had no confidence in the 
safety of the wires which they were using. 
But there was another important question 
before the Board of Electrical Control yes- 
terday. That board was created four years 
ago for the purpose of getting all electric 
wires; cleared from the streets, where 
they are a menace to life and property as 
well as an unsightly nuisance. Two years 
ago last Winter its powers were enlarged, 
and it was authorized to make a contract 
with the Consolidated Telegraph and Elec- 
trical Subway Company for the construc- 
tion of subways to be used by all compa- 
nies operating electric wires. A contract 
had previously been made with the com- 
pany, but the action of the Legislature at 
that time not only recognized and ratified it 
but enlarged its scope with a view to get- 
ting the work speedily done. This contract 
has given to that corporation a monopoly 
of the business of providing underground 
conduits for electric wires, and forced all 
companies using such wires to wait upon 
its action. In the meantime they have 
been permitted to continue stringing wires 
overhead. The Subway Company operates 
under the. authority and subject te the 
direction of the Board of Electrical Con- 
trol, and after three full seasons for under- 
ground work the subway system is not 
merely incomplete, but it covers only a 
fraction of the area to be provided for. In 
the meantime there has been a continual 
increase in the use of electrical currents 
for the transmission of messages, the pro- 
duction of light, and the application of 
motive power, with a constant multiplica- 
tion of overhead wires where there were no 
underground conduits. * 


Itis plain that either through the inef- 
ficiency of the Board of Control or the dila- 
toriness of the Subway Company this work 
has proceeded far more,slowly than it 
should have done. Reéent events and con- 
troversies have directed attention to the 
pressing need of more expeditious work. 
The demand that the wires be got under 
ground has become vehement. At last the 
electrical companies appear to have been 
brought to the conclusion that there is 
nothing which they more desire than to 
have their wires buried, and they are offer- 
ing to provide subways for themselves if 
permitted to doso. Some offer to do this 
with promptness and to provide conduits for 
other companies at a lower rental than that 
charged by the present monopoly.’ Rival 
subway companies are coming into the 
field and akking for a chance to assist in 
the work of providing conduits for electric 
wires, which they, too,will rent at a lower 
rate than that of the monopoly. But while 
the existing contract with the Consolidated 
Company exists there can be no division 


be permitted to lay conduits under ground 
for themselves, and other subway com- 
panies cannot be contracted with to meet 
the pressing need. Butif the present com- 
pany has been remiss in its work or has 
proved itself inadequate to the task it has 
undertaken, the contract with it can be an- 
nulled by the Board of Control.. This would 
clear the field for more vigorous action. 

The Mayor’s object in proposing to annul 
this,contract onthe very grounds specified 
in the statute is to clear the way for a more 
rapid prosecution of the work of providing 
subways. But his propoeul met the united 
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of the work. Electrical companies cannot 


and somewhat excited opposition of the 


| other] three Commissioners. Their attitude 


onthis proposition and their eager defense 
of the Subway Company raise a question of 
great interest to the public. Are they more 
concerned for the maintenance of the ex- 
isting monopoly in the subway business 
than for the speedy provision of under- 
ground conduits? Nominally they rep- 
resent the public in this matter and pre- 
sumably would desire to promote the 
interests and meet the demands of the pub- 
lic. They hold a position of trust and 
responsibility for the people of the city, 
and are amply paid for the time and labor 
required for the discharge of the duties im- 
posed upon them. Why, then, are they so 
much more anxious that this monopoly 
should be maintained than that the wires 
should be speedily provided for under 
ground and got out of the streets? Have 
they directly or indirectly a private inter- 
est in conflict with their public duty? 
Have they used their position of trust to 
acquire a share in property or profits de- 
pendent upon its exercise, and become in- 
terested in the obstruction of the work 
which they are bound by official obligation 
to expedite as much as possible? This isa 
serious question for Messrs. Hess, Moss, 
and GIBBENS, but it is one to Which their 
conduct gives pertinency. It is also one 
which the public would like to have an- 
swered. 


AN IRRITATING INCIDENT. 


It is reported that Mr. Curtis, the gentle- 

man who, under the directions of Mr. 
BLAINE, is ‘personally conducting” the 
All-American excursion, is very much an- 
noyed at Mr.. WIMAN’s little talk to the 
delegates on the evening of the 13th. The 
professed cause of Mr. CURTIS’S annoy- 
ance, and the one which he will make 
the basis of a report to his chief, is that 
the talk. was in the nature of a “‘ speech,” 
that it destroyed the “informality” that 
had been promised for the occasion, and 
that it was therefore improper, not to 
say shocking, at a meal taken on Sun- 
day. It may be an object of some 
amazement to ordinary minds that Mr. 
Curtis, or Mr. BLAINE, should be s0 
very sensitive as to the proprieties from 
a Sabbatarian point of view, considering 
the nationality ot the delegates who are 
making the excursion and-.the habits to 
which they are probably wedded as to the 
observance of Sunday. Mr. CurTIs himself, 
in his preliminary report on the congress, 
described that body as made upot represent- 
ativesof the “Latin” nations of America, 
and though Mr. BLAINE mercilessly ran his 
blue pencil through that particular phrase, 
it remains true that the delegates are 
almost exclusively of Latin races, and these 
races, whether Spanish, Portuguese, or 
French, do not have the ideas professed by 
Mr. BLAINE and his courrier, Mr. CURTIS, 
about Sunday. Not one of them, we 
are sure, felt the slightest objection 
to listening to Mr. WIMAN’s plain common 
sense, which is equally good for all days of 
the week, any more than they felt objec- 
tion to drinking his wine or eating his meat 
on that day. Nor is it entirely plain that 
these highly respectable scruples professed 
by Mr. Curtis in behalf of Mr. BLAINE 
were what may be called political. That is 
to say, they cannot bo credited to the Ad- 
ministration, because the head of the Ad- 
ministration showed, when he spent his 
Sundays on Mr. WANAMAKER’S yacht, and 
even earlier, when he talked politics on 
Sunday evening with a gentleman who 
promised to go into his Cabinet and did 
not, that in his heart he is not so strict as 
the strictest on the Sunday question. 
Why, then, is Mr. BLAINE likely, as Mr. 
CurTIS says he is, to be annoyed by this 
little episode? We suspect that it is because 
of what Mr. WIMAN said rather than be- 
cause of the day on which he said it. 
In the first place Mr. WIMAN exposed in a 
polite, but most merciless manner, one of 
the chief objects of the All-American Con- 
gress. When he declared that even if the 
entire revenue of the Government of the 
United States were devoted to ‘‘ dead-head- 
ing dear goods,” it could not create com- 
merce while the barrier of protective taxes 
was maintained, he struck a fatal blow 
to the hopes and _ pretensions of 
some of the dearest friends ef the 
All-American Congress. We do not say 
that subsidies are the only object of the 
congress, but we feel confident that they 
are the only definite object the congress can 
serve, unless it works for the reduction of 
tariff duties. This was made clear by Mr. 
Wiman when he pointed out that without 
cheaper materials American manufacturers 
could not compete outside the area “ pro- 
tected” by the tariff with their rivals who 
have cheap materials. This is a truth 
that Mr. BLAINE, we imagine, understands. 
Possibly it is one on which he may be in- 
tending to act, but up to the present time 
he has made no acknowledgment of any 
such purpose. He has given no sign that he 
is pursuing in this grandiose scheme any- 
thing but subsidies. 

Now, Mr. WIMAN not only exposed the 
utter futility of subsidies in a phrase that 
is destined to live, but he coupled this ex- 
posure with an apparent acceptance of Mr. 
BLAINE’s pet notion of an All-American 
customs union. While he painted in vague 
forms but in glowing colors the phantasy 
of an international American customs 
union, surrounded by a wall of protective 
duties, shutting it off from the rest of the 
world, it was the free trade within, and 
not the barrier to trade from without, that 
really formed thé attraction of the picture. 
He probably knows that such a scheme is 
perfectly impracticable and will.be pre- 
pared to acknowledge that fact, and even to 
prove it when the proper time comes, and he 
is enly disarming Mr. BLAINe’s criticism by 
accepting it pro tempore. He makes his ex- 
posure of the vanity and mischief of sub- 
sidies all the more telling by connecting 
it with this dream of Mr. BLAINE’s. This,’ 
we imagine, is the real cause of the latter’s 
irritation as reported by Mr. CuRTIsS. We 
are quite sure that his little talk, had he 
confined himself to glittering generalities 
about subsidies, would have been to the 
mind of the Secretary of State as harmless 
as a poem in Spanish on Niagara, which 
was on the programme. But, in all kindness,

SENATOR SHERMAN ON TRUSTS. 


Senator JOHN SHERMAN tells the people 
of Ohio that “Trusts and combinations 
have no connection with the tariff laws,” 
and almost in the same breath declares that 
combinations which prevent free competi- 
tion should be “broken down” by ‘‘reduc- 
ing the duties” that enable them to exact 
ahigh ring price. His latest remarks on 
this subject may be found in reports of his 
speech at Orrville, Ohio, on the 10th inst., 
and as thesereports were made from printed 
copies of the speech that had been sent to 
the press by the Senator their accuracy will 
not be questioned. This was Mr. SHER- 
MAN’S first speech in the current campaign. 
Concerning combinations he said: 


“A very common objection to a protective 
tariff is that it encourages Trusts and combina- 
tions, in restraint of trade and production, 
This is a grave mistake. Such Trusts and com- 
binations have no connection with the tariff laws. 
* *.* The primary object of a protective tariff 
is to invite the fullest competition by individu- 
als and corporations in domestic production. If 
such individuals or corporations combine to 
advance the price of the domestic product, and 
to prevent the free result of open ana fair com- 
petition, J would, without a moment's hesitation, 
reduce the dutieson foreign goods competing with 
them in order to break down the combination. 
*.* Whenever this free compétition is 
evaded or avoided by combinations of individu- 
als or corporations, the duiy should be reduced 
and foreign competition promptly invited.” 


That is to say, the combinations are not 
helped or affected by tariff duties, but they 
can be broken down by reducing the duties 
that support them. This may have been 
confusing to some of the people of 
Orrville. But it cannot surprise any one 
who has followed Mr. SHERMAN’s turnings 
and twistings and contradictions with re- 
spect to this subject. On Jan. 4, 1888, in 
the Senate, while commenting upon Mr. 
CLEVELAND’s tariff message, he said: 

“ When such combinations to prevent a re- 
duction of price by fair competition exist, I 
agree that they may and ought to be met by a re- 


duction of duties. I hope the President will be 
able to specify them. I know of none such.” 


Six months later he caused an investiga- 
tion concerning combinations to be made 
by his committee, and afterward he was 
willing to admit that certain combina- 
tions “‘grow out of” the tariff. Said Mr. 
SHERMAN on Aug. 14, 1888, in the Senate: 

“ Whare these combinations grow out of reve- 
nue laws, as the Sugar Trust, which is one of the 
most dangerous and wrongful Trusts ever or- 
ganized in this country, the Trust can certainly 
be reached by the operation of our revenue 
laws. ~ * * Asa matter of course legislation 
upon the subject of Trusts and combinations will 
naturally grow out of our revenue laws.” 

He would not admit, in January, 1888, 
that there were any combinations “ to pre- 
vent a reduction of price by fair competi- 
tion”; in the following August he declared 
that some of them, and notably “ one of 
the most dangerous,” had “‘grown out of” 
the tariff laws; now he asserts that none of 
the combinations has any “ connection 
with the tariff,” and at the same time says 
that they should be broken down by are- 
duction of tariff duties. Hereis the mate- 
rial for a study of inconsistency. 

Mr. SHERMAN will not deny now, as he 
did a year anda half ago, that combina- 
tions exist. He discovered the existence of 
some of them before the beginning of the 
debate on the Allison Tariff bill. He had 
said before that time, as he said in Ohio last 
Thursday, that they should be “met” and 
“broken down” by areduction of duties. 
If any one in the audience at Orrville had 
asked Mr. SHERMAN whether he had sought 
in the debate on the Allison bill to reduce 
any duty ‘‘in order to break down a com- 
bination,” what could he have said in re- 
ply? If he had told the truth he would 
have been forced to admit that in no case, ¢ 
in no part of the tariff schedules, had he 
sought to apply the remedy suggested by 
himself. 

The people of Ohio will not find in.the 
record of that debate and of the many 
votes taken before the bill was passed any 
evidence that Mr. SHERMAN sought to re- 
duce a duty upon the ground that by reduc- 
ing it a combination might be ‘‘ broken 
down.”

He will 
talk virtuously about breaking down com- 
binations by reducing duties, but he will 
never be induced to vote for reductions 
upon the ground that they are required for 
this purpose, and if he shall be called to 
account for this he will not hesitate to as- 
sert flatly that there are no combinations 
that can be affected by changes in the tariff. 
Mr. SHERMAN is a slippery statesman. 


BASEBALL. 


The growth of athletics in this country 
during the past generation is an astonish- 
ing phenomenon. Except prize fighting, 
which then, as now, is carried on by gentle- 
men of Irish birth or extraction, and which 
has undoubtedly retrograded, every torm ot 
physical exercise that is susceptible of 
public exhibition has increased beyond all 
expectation. In every branch of athletics 
the English were superior to ourselves. 
Now many ‘‘records” in running, rowing, 
jumping, and miscellaneous feats of 
strength, endurance, or agility are held 
on this side of the ocean. This is by no 
means a small matter. On the contrary, 
it is a matter of great national moment. 
There can be no doubt that the average 
American from twenty to thirty is far more 
given to exercise out of doors than he was 
thirty years agg, and that in consequence 
he is a much more capable person, intel- 
lectually as well as physically, and that the 
benefit of his exercise will accompany him 
through life and be transmitted to his chil- 
dren. 

Professional sport seems to be the neces- 
sary complement, and perhaps the necessary 
drawback, of this extended aud intensified 
amateur interest in sport, upon which it 
reacts very powerfully. There has never 
been anywhere anything comparable to 
the enthusiasm with respect te baseball,

instance of the superlative degree, 

Nothing could be better calculated to in- 
crease this feeling than the extraordinarily 
close finishes this year of the only two as- 
sociations of professional players that can 
fairly be called national. Last year the 
success of New-York in the League and of 
St. Louis in the Association was a foregone 
conclusion so long before the end of the 
season that the interest at the end of it 
was comparatively languid. This year in 
the League the very last game was needed 
to determine the leadership, and it now 
seems likely that the case may be the same 
with the Association. In both organiza- 
tions, also, there has been a struggle almost 
equally close for the third place, and the re- 
sult has been that the sporting and patriotic 
sensibilities of eight cities have been kept 
in an excited state until the very end. 

As we have said before, the fact that this 
closeness is unprecedented is a proof of the 
honesty with which the contests are con- 
ducted. What we have seen this year is 
what the managers of the several teams, 
having their eyes upon the gate money, 
would desire to bring about every year, 
and yet it has never been brought about 
before. It is likely that games have now 
and again been “ thrown,” not by concert 
between the managers of the several teams, 
but by the purchased delinquency of im- 
portant players at critical stages of the 
game. Thisis one of the most serious evils 
of professional sport. A man who follows 
a certain branch of athletics for a living is 
under a great temptation to take the course 
by which he can make most, and hence the 
ancient rule “not to bet on anything that 
can talk” iscommonly a sound one. It has 
thus far not been applicable to baseball, 
and itis to the ultimate interest of all the 
players that it should not be applied. 
A general belief that games were 
not necessarily played to win would 
be fatal to the popularity of the 
sport. The practice of “hippodrom- 
ing” came near to ruining the business of 
trotting matches a few years ago. The 
most infatuated baseball “crank” would 
no longer hire and occupy a seat for a sea- 
son if he had reason to suspeet that the 
Fesult of the game had been determined be- 
fore it was begun, and if he were unable to 
determine whether a missed ball had been 
dropped by accident or by design. There 
has been no ground for this suspicion here- 
tofore, and so long as no ground is given 
for it the popularity ef the game is likely 
to increase. It seems to us this is a public 
benefit. The stern moralist who objects to 
the sport would find it difficult to show 
thatif the players were not playing they 
would be making a better use of their 
faculties. The habitual spectators might 
indeed be more usefully employed, for « 
man sitting on a bench and yelling with de- 
light or rage is not engaged in developing 
any of his organs except hislungs. Never- 
theless, the interest thus shown by one 
class is shown by another equally numer- 
ous in taking wholesome and needful exer- 
cise.

BOOTH AND MODJESKA. 

Mr. Booth and Mme. Modjeska, hand im hand, 
bowed many times in recognition of the cheerg 
of an audience that crowded the big Broadway 
Theatre last night. They were called for in 
each interval of the performance, and Modjeska 
failed to respond only once, after Act IL, in the 
last scene of which Julie de Mortemar does not 
appear. She generally managed to slip away, 
however, and leave Mr. Booth bowing alone be- 
fore the demands of the spectators were ap- 
Peased; and in doing so she not only 
showed modesty but sound,  artistig 
seuse. For when Booth plays Richelieu, 
mo one can be said to fairly share the 


honors with him. [n the first place, “ Riche. 
lieu” is a little better than a “one-part play,” 
and secondly, Mr. Booth has been, since For- 
rest and Macready’s time, the best of Riche- 
lieus, and it is not likely that even those great 
actors of the past excelled him in Bulwer’s 
ingeniously-builded play. 

It would not be easy to write anything new 
about Mr. Booth’s acting in Richelieu, and the 
occasion, happily, does not demand any exiend< 
ed review. Our foremost actor played the 
Cardinal last night in the vest mane 
ner of his later years. Much of the 
vehemence, the thrilling effect of contrast, and 
pictorial variety of the impersonativn as peo- 
ple who remember the Winter Garden Phe- 
atre and the early days of Booth's The 
atre saw it is now lacking.

In theearlier acts, however, the Cardinal's

A CANADIAN PROJECT. 

MONTREAL, Oct. 14.—Two years ago great in- 
terest was excited by the project of a railroad 
from Winnipeg to Hudson’s Bay, which was to 
connect with a line of steamers to Europe. It 
was thought that this route would afford an en- 
trance intv the heart of the American Conti- 
nent and draw off the supplies of grain from the 
Canadian Northwest and the Western States. 
If the route were practicable this would be the 
result, but a surveying steamer was sent out, 


and it Was reporied that the entrance through 
Hudsoa Straits was dangerous on account of 
lve. 

The project is now revived, but it is proposed 
to build the road trom Sault Ste. Marie up the 
valley of the Moose River to James's Bay, which 
is the southerly part of the larger waters. The 
new route would extendfrom Missinaibi, on the 
line of the Canadian Pacitic Railway, northeast 
of Michipicoten Fort, the starting point of the 
old canal route, to Moose Factory, a distance of 
280 miles, which is considerably shorter than 
from Winnipeg to Fort Churchill, the proposed 
terminus of the former route. But Fort 
Churchill is nearer the inner end of Hudson 
Strait than Moose Factory. The advantage of 
the Manitoba project was supposed to lie in the 
tact thatit would give prompt communication 
with the centre of the continent, and it was 
conceived in the interests of the Northwest. 
The line te the head of James’s Bay woald ben- 
elit pot so much Manitoba and the Territories as 
the old Northwest and the United States. 

ihe Canadian Pacific Railway is leading its 
countenance tv the scheme as it would prove 
ab Laportant feeder aud m the Summer months 
would considerably shorten the time required 
fur conveying merchandise to and from Eng- 
land to the West. The Moose Valley, which 
the new line is to follow, is well timbered with 
spruce, tamarac, balsam, Banksian pine, white 
cedar, White birch, aspen, and rough-barked 
popiar. Around Moose Factory, the termirus, 
there is a clearing which iaciudes besides the 
Hudsou’s Bay Company’s establishment an 
Anglican cathedrai and the residence of the 
Bisuop of Moosonee, so that the nucleus ot a 
city may be said to exist. The district is re- 
ported by the geological surveys as rich in 
minerals and desirable to be opened up, so that 
for the internal development of Canada as well 
as for its external trade the new line will be of 
great importance. 


DECISIONS ON RATES. 

WASHINGION, Oct 14.—The Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission to-day gave a decision in the 
cases of Abiel Leonara and Logan B. Chappelle 
against the Chicago and Alton Road, involving 
the right of carriers to substitute for the prac- 
tice of charging carload rates on cattle irre- 
spective of weight, the rule that while a car-lot

A first performance of this sort is doubly 
interesting, and even “society” betrays its 
growing love for the drama by an eager 
competition for seats. In this instance the 
popularity of Mr. Wyndham had much to 
do with the enthusiasm of the audience, 
which was in every sense a brilliant 
one. Representatives from all classes were 


present. There would have been a long array 
of carriages in any case, but the bad weather 
added to the number, and for twenty minutes 
before the curtain went up Tremont-street was 
literally pacced with slowly-moving venicles. 

Inside, the scene was a bright and attractive 
one, Nearly every one was in evening dress, 
and the spacious 
like @® »dallroom, 80 fillea was it 
with attractive toilets. When the our- 
tain went up on the one-act vorspiel 
which preceded the longer play, there was a 
ripple of applause which indicated a gener- 
ous and expansive mood; and when Simon 
Ingot’s drawing room was disclosed in ‘‘ David 
Garrick,” the enthusiasm increased, reaching 
its climax as Mr. Wyndham himself appeared 
through the curtained doorway. From this 
time forward the performance was frequently 
interrupted by loud tokens of approval, and at 
the end of each act Mr. Wyndham, Miss Moore, 
Mr. Giddens, and the rest were called out again 
and again, 

When the curtain fell for the last time the 
audience remained seated until Mr. Abbey and 
Mr. Schoeffel hai appeared. For them as well 
as for himself Mr. Wyndham spoke, alluding to 
the well-known modesty of managers before 
the public, and thanking those present 
for their kind reception, Everything moved 
smoothly and promptly, and the performance 
was over before 11 o’clock. Among those pres- 
ent were Mrs, Booth, with a party of friends, 
Mrs. Abbey, Mr. and Mrs. R. M. Field, and a 
whole host of ‘Back Bay’ people, artists, men 
of letters, and critics, The affair was in every 
sense an emphatic success. 

The property of the new theatre is bounded 
on the north by. Avery-street, on the east by 
ere ren On the west by Head-place, 
and the south side runs parallel to Boylston- 
street, The entire building covers an area of 
18,017 square feet. The main entrance is on 
Trewont-street and is superbly constructed, with 
@ broad and eommodious vestibule, lobby, and 
foyer. This entrance is at-once one of the hand- 
somest and most convenient in the city of Bos- 
ton. Itforms an arcade, in which there are 
pretty little floors and the various offices of 
the theatre, all elegantly constructed and beau- 
titully ornamented. The sub-flooring of the 
whole structure is of corrugated iron, covered 
with concrete and fire-proofed Georgia pine. 
The auditorium is admirably arranged, every 
seat commanding a complete view of the stage. 
It is built on the plan of a mammoth shell, the 
lines of vision converging from the inner sur- 
tace to the stage asa centre. This arrange- 
a also makes the acoustic properties fault- 
688. 

There are ten private proscenium boxes, four 
on the first floor, four on the second, and two 
on the third, These are richly ornamented in 
brass works and elegantly fitted with uphol- 
stered furniture. The height of the auditorium 
is 75 feet, and that of the stage is 90 feet. The 
width.of the auditorium is 75 feet, and the dis- 
tance from the stage front to the back wall is 
80 feet. The vestibule and lobby combined are 
110 feet long, 27 feet wide, and 18 feet high. 
The foyer is 28 feet by 63 feet and is 29 feet 
high. The distance between the balconies is 17 
feet, and there is an entrance on Avery-street 
15 feet wide, 18 feet high, and 40 feet long. The 
exits number twenty or more, and leading from 
each of these above the main floor are iron 
stairways to be used in case of necessity. 

The stage is 73 feet in width by 45 feet in 
depth, with a height to the fiy galleries of 28 


roof of 81 feet. The proscenium opening is 33 
feet square, and the apron in front of the cur- 
tain is 3 feet Ginches deep. The depth below 
the stage is 12 feet, affording ample trap room 
and space for the music, super, and gas rooms. 
There are six rows of border lights tapped for 
gas and electricity. The scene room is: = 20 
feet, and the property room is 13 by 25 feet. 
There are sixteen dressing roums conveniently 
arranged, excellently ventilated, and comfort- 
ably fitted, The woodwork on and about the 
staye and thescenery are covered with fire-proof 
paint. The curtain separating the stage from 
the audience is also fire-proof. 

Thé decorations are in excellent taste. The 
ornamentation of the vestibuleis of the modern 
Renaissance, with metallic effects forming a 
combination of antique olive, copper, and ver- 
digris green. The flowing foliage of the 
acanthus leafis the chief figure, intertwining 
with cartouches and grotesque figures for start- 
ing centres. The wainscoting and all the wood 
construction here are in antique metal, and the 
arcade and ticket oftices are decorated in ma- 
hogany effects, with a dead finish to avoid glare. 
The wall and ceiling surfaces are in delicate 
and chaste velour tapestry effects, The colors 
are complementary to kms. of the outer 
vestibule in India yellow, light olivé, and 
light dull antique red. The foyer is Roman- 
esque in decoration, the pattern of the main 
border being repeated at every twenty feet 
only. The main ceiling of the auditorium is 
modernized Renaissance, treated in Gobelin 
tapestry eftect. It is divided into a segment 

anel 28 reet wide by 54 feet long, on which is 

awn and petanee one grand ornament. On 
this same ceiling are peristyles of mosaic and 
interlacing rope designs. An enormous core 
attern, 18 feet wide, connects the ceiling with 
he wall surface. A festooned chain runs 
through the core connecting the cartouches 
with graceful, flowing, foliated ornamentation. 

The walls of the upper gallery are in Alham- 
bra mosaic effect, those of the first balcony are 
in a Gobelin tapestry pattern in darker shades 
than those of the upper gallery, and the Alham- 
bra mosaic effect reappears on the rest of the 
main wall surface. he edge of the ceiling 
under the oo is ornamented in imitation of 
alligator skin. ‘he tirst-floor ceiling is divided 
into two sections, the outer or flat portion be- 
ing traced out most delicately with spiders’ 
webs, while the alligator skin effectis again 
brought into use on the chief curve of the 
balcony. The coloring of the walls grows 
deeper as one descends, until the lowest forms 
the foundation of coloring, of which the ascent 
is in harmonizing shades. 

The woodwork and papier-maché of the pro- 
scenium arch, of the boxes and columns is in 
antique ivory, supplemented by a metallic 
efiect on the wainscoting and doors leading 
from the auditorium. Long and careful stud 
has been given to making the theatre fire-proof, 
and every device known to science to prevent 
fire has been utilized. Conspicuous in this ar- 
rangement is an invention which will producea 
sheet of water completely separating the stage 
from the auditorium. 

‘The new house is built on the site of the old 
Haymarket Theatre, the second regular place of 
amusement ever built in Boston,

HOWARD-JENNINGS FEUD. 


PINEVILLE, Ky., Oct. 14.—Scarcely have the 
camp fires Jeft by the State troops in Harlan 
County died out before there is another out- 
break, and two more sudden deaths are recorded 
of the Howard-Jennings feud. A messenger 
who arrived here on horseback to-day brings 
information that John Cawood, a well-to-do 
farmer, and Hezekiah Hail, his hired man, 
were shot to death from ambush Friday 
morning last on Martin’s Fork, ten miles 
from Harlan Court House. Who the murderers 
were is not known, but Wilson Howard is sup- 
posed to have been one of the party, and all 


the circumstances in the case go to show tha 
it js another outbreak of the same ola feud, an 
that Howard and Jennings’s ioilowers composed 
the attacking party.

Will Jennings, and their followers. Charles 
Cawooa, a nephew of John Cawood, killed 
one of the Days adout two years ago, 
and the Duy brothers have since been 
counted with MHoward’s henchmen, The 
latter have been associating with the 
Days, and it is thought that they enlisted How- 
ard and Jennings to avenge in their behalf the 
killing of Day by Charles Cawood.

This last killing 1s a sequel to the war of ex- 
termination whica was precipitated when Juage 
Lewis and the posse made an attack on How- 
ard, Jennings, abd some of their friends for the 
purpose of arresting and bringing them to ac- 
count for the many crimes they have committed, 
as Judge Lewis claimed, This took piace early in 
the Fail, and two members of the posse were 
killed on the spot. The outlaws made good 
their escape, and. have since defied capture. 
One of their number, “Si” Spurlock, was seri- 
ously wounded, but he has since recovered, aud 
it is said that Spurlock has been harboring the 
men, his house being made their chief head- 
quarters. 

‘Lroops have since been sent to Harlan County 
and other efforts made by the State oflicials to 
bring the desperados to justice, but to no avail. 

Charles Cawvod, who resides at Harlan Court 
House, bas made his will, and sworn vengeance 
for the murder of bis uncie. He is a young 
man and said to be desperate when excited, 
and consequently more. trouble is predicted. 
This was not the first attempt made on the 
life of John Cawood, About twelve months 
ago he was wounded and his horse shot from 
under him by parties hidden in the bushes 
abous seven miles from Harlan Court House. 
It is now claimed that Mills Howard and bis 
followers have killed six men in Harlan County 
and two inthe State of Missouri. Large re-

Francisco on Sunday will grieve a wide circle of 
friends in this city, where he lived until il: health

Up to 1874 he had prac- 
ticed law here since he won a diploma trom Union 
College. He belonged to the Union League Club, and 
was in active sympathy with the purposes of that 
organization during the rebellion.

Alexander Duncan, the father of William Duncan 
of this city, died yesterday at North House, Put- 
ney, near London, England, peed eighty-five years. 
He was a native of Scotland, but emigrated to this 

ountry in 1821, when only sixteen years of age. 
Soon after he entered Yale College, and after 
graduating became naturalizea and went to re- 
side at Canandaigua, N. Y., where he took 
up the practice of law. He married in 1827 
Sarah Butler of Providence, who died Dec. 26, 1888,

ART NOTES. 


The traveling scholarship announced last 
Spring by the American Architect was awarded 
recently to its first winner. He proved to be 
Mr. Theodore F. Laist of Cincinnati, twenty-one 


po old and a graduate of Cornell University. 
© was at work in Detroit with a firm of archi- 
tects and is the President of a sketch club in 
that city composed of young architects and 
amateurs. He is nowin Eurupe studying the 
great examples of architecture in Greece, Italy, 
and France. Architecture is making great 
strides in the United States, and one sign of 
public interest is the foundation of traveling 
scholarships for young men in the profession. 
It the prize winner is incapable of improvement 
he may at least enjoy himself, while, if he be 
above the common, he will return with pro- 
tounder knowledge and taste bettered by the 
sight of great monuments of human ingenuity 
as well as by contact with a different sort of 
enthusiasm for the arts from that with which 
he is familiar at home. 

The building on the corner of Fifth-avenue 
and Sixteenth-street belonging to the Goelet 
estate, one part of which was completed last 
Spring and its floors occupied by Judge and other 
business ventures, is now rapidly coming to its 
entire size. The combination of yellow brick 
and gray stone is very bright and attractive, 
but the design of the fagade is remarkably fine. 
Round arched windows are cleverly apportioned 
to their respective places, and the larger sweeps 
of arch, under which room is made for window 
space suitable for offices, are most harmoniously 
ordered, so as to obtain an agreeable effect with- 
out losing sight of practical ends. The sky line 
is formed by a balustrade that rises highest just 
above the central line of the building. Over the 
doorways floral decorations and garlands, excel- 
lent in taste, have been cut in low relief on the 
gray stone. This edifice is a credit to the firm, 
and shows traces of the talent of that member, 
Mr, Stanford White, to whom the Memorial Arch 
for Washing ton-square has been intrusied. 

Mr. W. H. Leeds proposed that architects 
should affix their names to buildings, just as 
painters sign taeir pictures. This has been 
often talked of, but rarely ifever done. Asa 
rule, the architect is ignored even in the 
plaque upon which committeemen, Aldermen, 
and persons who never had the least to do or 
say in the matter are paraded as immortals, 
On the other hand, the canvas was signed by 
painters at first because it gave one more 
guarantee against falsitiers who have abounded 
in every age. The building, being real estate or 
property immovable, runs no risk of being 
Shipped to another country and a clever forg- 
ery substituted for it, as ocourred so often in 
Italy with paintings. But nowadays the painter 
signs.aiso for glory, and there seema to be no 
reason why an architect who desires it should 
be refused the privilege of carving his name 
legibly on some part of the building he has de- 
sigued, so long as the signature does nat obirude 
itself unduly or interfere with the looks and 
dignity of the structure.

f4 LIST THAT SHOULD BE 

' OF INTEREST 10 VOTERS. 

@ COMMON PLEAS COURT JUDGE’s 
RECORD—ANOTHER JUDGE'S BROTH- 
ER OFTEN APPOINTED—FAVORS. 


/ Judge George M. Van Hoesen of the Court o f 
Common Pleas, whose term of oftice expires 
‘with the current year, is a candidate for ie- 
nomination and, unless the politicians can be 
convinced of his unfitness for the bench, will 
probably receive a renomination to-night at the 
‘hands of Tammany Hall. THE TiMEsis able to 
present here an array of facts which will con- 
vince any dispassionate citizen, politician or 
mot, that excellent reasons exist why Judge 
Van Hoesen should not be renominated. 

Before proceeding, however, to the statement 
of these facts, attention must be directed to 
the need for strengthening the bench of the 
Court of Common Pleas. The Flack conspiracy 
affords abundant evidence of this, ana the re- 
tirement of Judge Van Hoesen offers the op- 
portunity for a change in the bench. There 
is a well-founded public belief that the referee 
system has been carried to the extentof an abuse 
of judicial functions and ought to be abolished. 
If there are not Judges enough upon the bench 
to transact the business of the courts addi- 
tional Judges should be elected, it is argued, 
but the referee system should be abolished. 
It must also be borne in mind that no court 
has carried the referee system to a greater 


extent than the Court of Common Pleas, and 
that Judge Van Hoesen is conspicuous for the 
exercise of his power in this respect. Since 
Jan. 1, 1883, he has made 379 appointments of 
referees, 

It is a fact very well known to politicians. if 
mot to the general public, that Judge Van 
Hoesen’s elevation to the bench was the result 
ofa fortuitous combination of circumstances 
coincident with a great popular uprising. In 
1875, when the Republicans united with the 
two factions of the Democracy that grew out of 
the disruption of Apollo Hall, in opposing Tam- 
many, John D. Caughlan, Louis . Doscher, 
and George M. Van Hoesen were on the Nomi- 
nating Committee of the City or “Bixby” Democ- 
racy. This committee spent some days in scouring 
the city for a candidate for Judge of the Court 
of Common Pleas. The nomination was offered 
first to Aaron J. Vanderpoel, who very 

romptly declined it. Then it was tendered to 
3. F. Dunning, a former law partner of Charies 
O’Conor, who hesitated for a while and finally 

declined, Then, as the committee sat in secret 
‘conclave one night, considering what next to 
‘do, its members were astonished to hear in Mr. 
‘Van Hoesen’s voice: *“ If you will nominate me 

think I can be elected.’’ 

, Mr. Van Hoesen was at that time an obscure 
awyer, and the first question bis associates on 
the committee asked him was whether he could 
Taiso the assessment required of the judicial 
mominee. He replied that he thought he could 
if they gave him time. They gave him time, 
‘and he was nominated and elected. 

Time rolled on, and in 1880 Charles H. Truax 
‘was nominated by the County Democracy for 
Judge of the Superior Court. In the meantime, 
the same Louis M. Doscher had disappeared 

om public view, though continuing the prac- 

ce of the law, and had for a_ time 
een in copartnership with Charles H. Truax. 
his partnership ceased and subsequent events 

dicated that the parcners separated in a 

erious quarrel, for, when Truax was nom!- 
nated, Doscher once more made a bow to the 

ublic in au open letter charging Truax with 

everal serious offenses. The Bar Association 
took the matter up at Truax’s instance and 
Bummoned Doscher before it. But a change 
came over Doscher, for when he appeared be- 
fore the assvciation he had forgotten every- 
thing he knew. The interchange of appoint- 
ments shown pelow between Judges Van 
Hoesen and Truax in the matter of referees 
offer a possible explanation of Doscher’s sud- 
den and unaccountable loss of memory. Un- 
der the rules of the courts it is not per- 
missible for a Judge to appoint his own 
brother referee in any case, but he 
may. by an amicable and reciprocal ar- 
rangement, appoint another Judge’s brother 
as often as he pleases. ‘The records show that 
no other Judges havecarried this mutually-sat- 
isfactory arranzement to anything like as great 
an extent as Judges Van Hoeseu and Truax. 
The following iist shows how often Judge Van 
Hoesen appointed Chauncey 8. Truax, who is a 
brother of Judge Truax, and how often Judge 
Truax reciprocated by appointing his asso- 
ciate’s brother, J. M. Van Hoesen. As to the 
appointments of Doscher it may be questioned 
. haps wether they were made on account of 

udge Traax, but in that case an explanation 
would be nesessary as to why Judge Van Hoe- 
fen never appointed Doscher referee during 
the five years he sat upon the bench before 
Judge Truax’s election. 

The numerous appointments by Judge Van 
Hoesen ot Nathaniel Cox and F. A. Ransom are 
to be acconnted for only on the theory of per- 
sonal friendship. Cox is almost unknown, and 
Ransom, who died a short time ago, was an in- 
valid for many months, and was compelled to 
hold references in his private house, 64 West 
Ninth-street. The frequent appointments of 
these two persons afford in a different way a 
scarcely less striking illustration of the manner 
in which Judge Van. Hoesen has used his 

udicial powers. Here is the list of appoint- 
ents:

The highest-priced picture of modern times, 
the “Angélus,” by Jean Francois Millet, ar- 
rived in this city by the steamer La Bourgogne 
on Sunday.

Owing 
to its position it was impossible to move the 
picture yestérday, but to-day it will be placed 
in the vaults of the Garfield Safe Deposit Com- 
pany untilitis exhibited’at the American Art 
Galleries, 6 East Twenty-third-street, under 
the auspices of the Barye Monument Associa- 
tion. The exhibition will begin Noy. 10 and 
continue until Jan. 15. 

The *“Angélus”’ was bonded at the Cus- 
tom House yesterday for $65,000 for six 
mdnths for exhibition purposes and every- 
thing is in readiness for its removal from 
the steamer to-day. It is the intention 
of the Amsrican Art Association to exhibit 
the painting in the principal cities through- 
out the country. Already mt reg for it 
have been received from Sst, Louis, Wash- 
ington, D. C., Philadelphia, Boston, and Chi- 
cago in the order named, and those cities will 
be given the preference as to time of exhibition, 
The association have not as, yet given any 
thought as to the ultimate disposal of the 
painting.

THE SHEDDING OF PIERS. 


LEGAL ARGUMENTS ON THE RIGHT OF 
PIER LESSEES TO BUILD SHEDS, 


Judge Andrews, in Supreme Court, Chambers, 
yesterday reserved his decision on two motions 
—one to dissolve an injunction restraining the 
New-England Terminal Company from shed- 
ding a pier, and the other to make permanent 
an injunction to restrain the same company 
from shedding another pier. The piers are on 
the East River, near Jeiferson-street. The com- 
pany was stopped from shedding one by an in- 
junttion granted by Judge Patterson on the 
ground that the pier was one of those which it 
was expressly provided should be kept open for 
the accommodation of sailing vessels. The last 
Legislature, however, passed an act providing 
that such piers could be shedded, provided ac- 
commodations were furnished for the public. 

The company then began to shed its otner 
pier, making a sort of pavilion of the top for 
the benetit of the public, but was stopped by 
an ivjunction granted by Juage Andrews on 
application of W. P. Wilder, appearing for the 
Attorney General. The matter was argued at 
great length yesterday, Mr. Wilder urging that 
the act was unconstitutional, as the pier was 
but the continuation of the street and therefore 
could not be shedded. He was opposed by ex- 
Gov. George Hoadly, Col. David McClure, and 
John L. Cadwalader, who were anxious that 
Judge Patterson’s injunction should be dis- 
solved, as Wellas that Judge Andrews should 
refusé to make his permanent. 








TO BE FOUGHT OUT AT PRIMARIES. 
Both Republican and Democratic primaries 
for the election of delegates to all the coming 
nominating conventions will be held in Kings 
County to-night, and at the former there will 
be some lively fights. The most important will 
be the one in the Twentieth Ward, as it will 
decide whether Senator Eugene F. O'Connor is 
to return to Albany or is to retire to private 
life. Mr. O’Connor has a number of delegates 
pledged to him, but he must win the primary 
in his own ward to have a majority in the Third 
Senatorial Convention. He will be pitted 
against the Beard-Benedict people to-night, and, 
it is whispered, will not have the united sup- 
port of the Nichols crowd. At the last primary 
the Beard-Nichols ticket won by a handsome 
majority, and all the charges of illegal voting 
grew out of that fact.

GEORGE P, MARIS'S DEATH. 


FOUND IN BED WITH A CHLOROFORM- 
SOAKED TOWEL OVER HIS FACE. 


George P. Maris, once of 1,023 Cathedral- 
street, Baltimore, and private secretary of the 
President of the Merchants and Miners’ Trans- 
portation Company, was found dead early yes- 
terday morning at the Puritan House, 183 
Bowery. He had killed himself, accidentally or 
intentionally, with chloroform, with which he 
had saturated part of a towel, which he put 
over his mouth and nose, It is probable that aa 
he suffered from an ulcerated tooth and had not 
slept for some tims, he used the anesthetic 
with no sinister intention. Henry A, Short, 
who knew Maris slightly, said that there was 
something wrong when he left the service of 
the transportation company and went to Eu- 
rope last Spring. He returned a week ago and 
boarded. at 102 East Thirtieth-street, where 
Mr. Short lives, but he had not slept there since 
Thursday, when he was suffering from nervous 
prostration, insomnia, and from an ulcerated 
tooth. 

Maris went tothe Puritan House Saturday 
night drunk and asked for a room, saying he 


wanted to change his clothes. He requested the 
proprietor to get him some chlorotorm, and 
assured him that he wasin the habit of using 
it. He was so dilapidated mentally and physic- 
ally that the proprietor refused, and Maris went 
out and, it now appears, purchased chloroform 
at a druggist’s at Second street and the Bowery. 
In his pockets were two porte-monnaies contain- 
ing 34 cents, @ pawn ticket for a gold watch, 
two gold rings, a scarf pin with a head of 
Mephistopheles, a knife, keys, a photograph of 
a young lady ana another of two dogs, a pug 
and a Scotch terrier. 

There were also two letters, chatty epistles 
from his sisters, Bellaana Mamie. The former, 
writing from Tne Kensington, Baltimore, on the 
8th inst., addresses him as ‘‘My Dear Georgie,” 
and alludes to a regretful incident in his career 
as foilows: “‘ Courage, courage is all you need, 
and you know the future can, and I hope will, 
redeem the past. When temptation assails you, 
ie | God to stay your hand.” She speaks of 
sending him money at theend of the week and 
of money he owes her. The other sister, writ- 
ing on the same day from the Berkley, Balti- 
more, addresses him as “My Dear Prettie,’’ 
at my 8 at a great rate, and sends him a lock of 

air from a pet dog, Tipsey, *“‘ who is sitting on 
the floor while I write,”

HOW JERSEY OITY’S FUNDS 
: ARK EXPENDED. 

WHAT THE HON. ALLAN M’DERMOTT 
CALLS IMPROVEMENT IN CITY AD- 
MINISTRATION—SOME INSIDE FACTS. 


Wher the Hon, Allan MeDermott asked 
if he approved of Jersey City’s new charter and 
the manner in which it was secured—the city’s 
representatives in the Legislature nearly all 
getting offices under it—he replied that he was 
in favor of almost anything that would give the 
city better government, What Mr. McDermott 
Meant to imply was, plainly, that under the 
ring charter the city’s affairs were better con- 
ducted than before. 

The factis, as no doubt Mr, McDermott well 
knows, that the City Government is vastly 
more expensive now than it was before, while 
many of the checks upon abuses have been re- 
moved and scandals have been introduced with 
which the city was not before acquainted, 
These scandals include giving such legislators 
as Feeny and O’Neill two or three or more 
offices each, violating the law by award- 
ing contracts to other than the lowest bidder, 
buying up the press with offices to editors, in- 
creasing the salary account and clerical list 
without reason for it, using the police force for 
illegitimate purposes, &o, If Mr. McDermott 
were asked if he approved these things he 
would probably reply either that he had nothin 
to do with the city or that he asked for proo 
If asked his opinion of the men responsible for 
these scandals he would evade the question 
and get very indignant. 

Proof of many of these scandals is a mere mat- 
ter of observation. Of others the facts can be 
partly covered up. But there are some abuses 
ot which the proof is plain. For instance, there 
is no doubt that Mayor Cleveland got the Leg- 
islature to confer on the Board of Aldermen the 
power to raise his salary from $2,000 to 35,000 
@ year and refused 1o make appointments the 
Aldermen. wanted until they did raise his sala- 
ry. Other salaries were raised at the same time. 
One of them was that of a messenger in the City 
Clerk’s office, James Clark, a nephew of John 
Edelstein, Presidentof the Board of Finance, 
| The duties of messenger do not require a high 

order of ability, Enough messengers can usually 
be secured for $40 a month each, whicn is 
all that used to be paid, But Clark, the nephew 
of President Edelstein, had his pay put up to, 
$75 a month, and itis said that a few others 
were treated inthe same generous manner at 
the expense of the city. 

In nearly all the departments the increase in 
expenditure is large, and in some of them clerks 
have been added until they are so abundant as 
to simply be in each other’s way. All these 
new clerks are political workers, with no 
knowledge of the work they havetodo. Yet 
these men have, in many cases, been putin at 
salaries of $100 a month each over experienced 
clerks, who were necessary to the transaction 
of business, and who now receive not more 
than $70 a month each. 

The Tax Commissioners afford an excellent 
illustration of the way the City Administration 
has been made less trustworthy, and atthe 
same time more expensive. This commission 
takes the place of the old Board of Assessors, 
but is given the additional power to act asa 
Commission of Appeals to correct its own er- 
rors. Formerly, errors or abuses of power by 
the Assessors could be corrected by the Board 
of Finance, appeal to that. board being easily 
taken. But now the Tax Commissioners 
have everything in their own hands. If 
they choose 10 raise one man’s assess- 
ment and lower another’s without pep sie 
they can do so. If they choose to pile the taxes 
on one section or district of the city and lighten 
those of another section or district they can do 
80, and there is no appeal from their decision. 
That the new Tax Commission, under the new 
charter, has been prompt to abuse its power 
there is no doupt. Here are some figures from 
the books that show several things:

These figures show that in the First and Sixth 
Assembly Districts the real estate is rated 
lower by the Asaessors this year than last year, 
though the real estate of the city as a whole 
is rated more than $1,500,000 higher. The 
increase, besides wnat was taken off the two 
favored districts, had to be put upon the other 
districts. It appears that more than $1,000,000 
of the increase was added to the Fourth Dis- 
trict alone, while the other three districts were 
increased in smaller sums. Well-informed per- 
sons assert that these great changes are without 
good reason. There has been no change in the 
value of property in the different parts of the 
city to justify such changes in the Assessors’ 
valuations. But the Fourth District is are- 
fractory one, as a Whole, It refused last Spring 
to indorse the ring charter. Henceitis pun- 
ished as a whole by a change in valuation that 
will add over $300,000 to its taxes. 

What was the tbeory of the reduction in the 
First and Sixth Districts perhaps Jersey City 
people can tell, But many of the changes are 
evidently due to reductions to please individual 
friends on the one side and increases to punish 
individual opponents on the other. The sum of 
the changes on this basis is doubtless large. No 
mnan comes outin opposition to the ring nowa- 
days without expecting punishment in this or 
some other way. 

A comparison of the cost of the presen t Tax 
Commission with the board that performed its 
functions previous to the new charter is like- 
wise instructive. The old Board of Assessors 
was composed of six members, who received an 
annual salary of $1,500 each. They were re- 
quired to do all their own clerical work and 
tile their books with the Board of Finance for 
confirmation. Nothing at all was allowed them 
for clerk hire. Under the new charter the 
Board of Tax Commissioners is composed of 
three members—three men are more easily 
mauipulated than six—and they receive an 
annual salary of $2,500 each. They, moreover, 
employ five or more clerks, one of whom is 
paid $1,500 a year, and the others about $1,200 
a year each. Thus the department costs the 
people about $5,000 a year more than formerly, 
and has free scope to abuse its great powers 
at the expense of citizens. 
One theory on which the salaries of the mem- 
bers of the board were increased by the new 
charter was that $2,500 a year would command 
the services of good business men, in whom 
the public would have great confidence and 
who would be first-rate judges of the value of 
property. Such men did not compose the old 
Board of Assessors, who received only $1,500 
a year, and many citizens were ready to be- 
lieve in the promised improvement. But when 
Mayor Cleveland announced his appointments 
all expectation of improvement vanished. He 
ut on the Board of Tax Commissioners John 
Pri ge, David Lawrence, and Michael J. O’Don- 
nell. These were the promised business men 
and experts whom the inereased salary was to 
produce. 
Asa matter of fact, Prigge belonged to the 
old board, was an Alderman and trading poli- 
tician. David Lawrence is the Republican 
member who served Boss Davis in 1887 by run- 
ning as & Btump Candidate for Sheriff against 
the regular Kepublican nominee, and thus mak- 
ing Davis’s election possible. Davis is said to 
have paid all his expenses in thatcampaign and 
he is now rewarded by Mayor Cleveland. He 
aleo belonged to a previous Board of Assessors. 
So two of the new, Tax Commissioners, who 
were to be so superior to the old Assessors, were 
old Assessors themselves. As forthe third Tax 
Commissioner, O’ Donneil, it is sufficient to say 
that he 1s aring man and not the sort of busi- 
ness man promised under the charter. 

The clerks of this board are of the same stripe 
One of them, James E. Connolly, is the fellow 
who got a position in the New-York Custom 
House by cramming up on stolen civil service 
examination questions, and was summarily re- 
moved when his fraud became known. This 
feat of Connolly ana others is boasted of by his 
friends, because it shows, they assert, that Jer- 
sey City mea broke into the New-York Custom 
House—something New-Yorkers were never 
able to do. 

The City Collector's office in Jersey City is 
Closely connected with the Board of Tax Com- 
missioners. It pays $3,000 a year and fees, and 
the tees are considerable. The ring’s Collector 
is PB H. O'Neill, who is also Alderman and 
Assemblyman, and is understood to be a candi- 
date for re-election to the latter office. The 
Collector formerly had seven clerks—one at 
$1,500 @ year, two at $1,200 a year each, and 
the others at $70 a month each. With this force 
Collector James Love ran the office for about 
eighteen years. But Mr. Love was promptly 

ut out under the new charter, and Collector 

‘Neill now has bine clerks—an addition of two 
—and 1s said to have called for another. Salaries 
have also been put up, in some cases. One of the 
politicians he has put in gets $100 a month and 
does far less work than the experienced men at 
$70 a month. 

The Board of Street and Water Commission- 
ers shows the same sort of Management. Be- 
fore the new charter there were six members, 
each receiving $500 ayear salary. Now tbere 
are three members, receiving $2,000 a year 
each. Thus the salaries of members of the new 
board amount to $6,000, against $3,000 for the 
old board. ‘The old board did its work with two 
clerks, one receiving $1,500 a year and one 
$1,200. One of these did very little work. But 
the new board has four clerks, one 
at $1,800 a year and three at $1,200 
each, and there is also a clerk to the 
Commissioners, and there are other ad- 
ditional clerks in the building. The old 
was limited in its expenditures by the Bo 
Finance and kept strietly within the ompre a 
tions.

This beard awards many contracts, and the 
law requires that bids be advertised for and 
the contract let to the lowest bidder. When 
the old board was legislated out of office 1t haa 
advertised for bids for furnishing 10,000 tons 
of coal, and bids had been received. The new 
board disregarded these bids, advertised anew, 
and received two new bids, After considering 
these the members awarded the contract to the 
higher of the two bidders. The difference be- 
tween the figures was about 12 cents a ton, so 
that the city appears to have lost about $1,200 
by this operation.

LITIGATION LIKELY TO RESULT. 

It will not be the fault of the Jersey City 
Board of Street und Water Commissioners if 
John Fox's efforts to get a footing in that city 
asa waterpipe contractor miscarry. He has 
no contract yet, but he has delivered—and the 
Commissioners have accepted—about $1,800 
worth of pipe within the past month. 

The reason he has no contract and can get 
none is because he was not the lowest responsi- 
ble bidder. That circumstance apparently had 
no weight with the Commissioners, who, for all 
that has sp to the contrary, would have 
accepted his bid,,even if it had been the 
highest. 

Of course the law is explicit that a contract at 
& public letting shall go to the lowest respon- 
sible bidder, and when bids were solicited for 
this supply of pipe that assurance was speci- 
fied. The specifications further stipulated in 
regard to deliveries that “the said pipe shall 
be delivered as follows: Within ten days after 
signing the contract, the contractors shall de- 
liver not less than twenty-five tons and the 
same amount shall be delivered every week 
thereafter until the contract is completed.” 

It appears in this case that the law and the 
ring programme do not coincide, and the law 
has to give way to the programme so tar as the 
Street and Water Commissioners can control 
the situation. The function of the Commission- 
ers at a public letting of work under their 
supervision is restricted to preparing specitica- 
tious, opening bids, and recommending that a 
contract be given to the lowest responsible bid- 
der. Their recommendation must be approved 
by the Board of Finance and Taxation, the 
Board of Public Works, and the Mayor, before a 
contract cun be prepared for the Corporation 
Counsel for signature, and no delivery 1s legally 
authorized, according to the above quotation 
from the specifications, until after the vontract 
shall have been signed. 

The Board of Finance and Taxation at last 
week’s meeting declined to ratify the recom- 
mendation that the contract be givento Mr, 
Fox. They took the ground that he was not 
entitled to it, Thomas J, McKenna, who has 
supplied the city with waterpipe for the last 
four years, without complaint from any quar- 
ter, having been the lowest responsible bidder. 
Accordingly the recommendation of the Street 
and Water Commissioners was referred back to 
that body, with a reminder that the law and the 
specifications under which bids were sought, 
had pot been complied with. Meanwhile, Mr. 
Fox, acting, as be claimed, on instructions from 
the Street and Water Commissioners, who had 
no right to give him any instructions until he 
actually held the contract, had turned in about 
two-thirds of the pipe called tor in the specifti- 
— and it had been stored in the city pipe 
yard. 

Yesterday was the first meeting day of the 
Board of Street and Water Commissioners since 
last week’s action of the Board of Finance and 
Taxation. The resolution of non-concurrence 
from the latter board had been daly received 
and awaited consideration. Mr. McKenna was 
also on hand to ask the board to recommend 
that he receive the contract to which his bid 
entitied him. When the Commissioners saw 
him one of them picked out the communication 
from the Board of Finance and Taxation and 
directed the clerk to file itaway. This nuisancsa 
disposed of, the Commissioners settled them- 
selves down to other business. They sneered 
at Mr. MoKenna when he asked for his rights. 
No mention was made during the meeting of 
the communication from the Board of Findnée 
and Taxation. Having been pigeonholed, it 
gave the Commissioners no concern. 

As the situation now remains, Mr. Fox of 
course cannot collect payment for his pipe 
deliveries in the regular way, for he has no 
contract. He can incur the expense of a law- 
suit and put the city to that expense, and can 
claim that he is entitied to payment because 
his deliveries have been accepted. Thé suit will 
 pkee afford further evidences of the rami- 

cations and power of the ring. Mr. McKenna 
will take a hand in the assertion of his rights, 
and the Board of Finance and Taxation will 
hardly sit patiently under the evident disposi- 
tion of ‘the Street and Water Commissioners 
and the powers behind them to ignore them. 

All the indications are that the Street and 
Water Commissioners are not acting on their 
own responsibility in this matter. They are the 
direct.appointees of Mayor Cleveland, and are 
accountable to him only. The Mayor has taken 
occasion to interfere with Mr. McKenna. In 
several places the records show that he nas 
tried to annoy him and withhold from him 
money due him. Mr. McKenna’s friends think 
the Mayor has acted as though he wanted to 
drive McKenna away from Jersey City work 
because he could not control him. With the 
Mayor’s increased power of appointment and 
removal under the new charter, he can direct 
about as he likes the official action of such of his 
appointees as are dependent upon his political 
bounty. Lerten has yet appeared to justify 
the exemption of the Street and Water Commis- 
sioners from this class of dependents, 





BOARDERS HUNGER ON SUNDAY. 

A noteworthy characteristic of life on Sunday 
nights in what Inspector Williams was once 
pleased to term the ‘‘tenderloin district” is 
not the long lines of persons going to church 
or to the houses of their friends, but the groups 
of men and women with pinched expressions on 
their faces and anxious energy in their steps 
making rapid time toward the nearest restau- 
rants. Between 6 and 8 o’clock in the evening 
all the first-class eating houses are crowded, 
and those restaurants of minor importance 
with which the district is plentifully be- 
sprinkled are filled to overflowing. 

The cause is a simple one. The persons who 
are on their way to places of digestive comfort 
are dwellers in boarding houses, who have been 
driven forth to forage because of the insuffi- 
ciency of the boarding house Sunday night sup- 


per. Rarely will the landlady of the fashion- 
able up-town boarding house bother herself 
about the quality of her Sunday night “tea,” 
believing that her duties are ended with fur- 
nishing plenty and food of excellent quality 
during the other portions of the week. The de- 
mand made by most servants to have “Sunday 
night out” has much to do with this somewhat 
amusing search for food on Sundays, and the 
custom of serving dinner on Sunday in the mid- 
dle of the day, while throughout the remainder 
of the week this important meal is servod at: 
night, enables the boarding house dweller to 

obtain an appetite by 6 P. M. which cold meat 
and tea will not entirely satisfy.

A CONFERENCE REGARDING THE AGITA~ 
TION OF THE QUESTION. 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 14.—A oonference be- 
tween representatives of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor and the Knights of Labor took 
place at the Girard House this afternoon. There 
were present General Master Workman Pow- 
derly, Secretary Hayes, and A. W. Wright, 
representing the latter body, and President 
Samuel Gompers, William Martin of Pittsburg, 
and Henry Ehman and John B. Lennon of New- 
York, representing the Federation of Labor. 
The last named gentleman appeared as substi- 
tute for John McLaughlin of Braidwood, IIL, 
who was unable to be present. The conference 
lasted about three hours, and was entire y har- 
monious throughout. The first business dis- 
cussed was the present condition of the eight- 


hour movement, and there was a full and free 
exchange of information on the subject. 

On behalf of the Knights of Labor it was stat- 
ed that the Executive Board could do nothing 
as @ board until the General Assembly, whicb 
incets at Atlanta on Nov. 12 next, had acted on 
the matter. The board has sent circulars to all 
local assemblies asking them to discuss the 
question so that delegates will go to the Gen- 
eral Assembly fully informed as to the views of 
the people they represent. Reports received at 
headquarters indicate that there has beena 
very general discussion of this question of 
shortening the working day to eight hours 
among the various assemblies throughout the 
country, and itis thought that this will be one 
of the most interesting subjects of debate at the 
coming General Assembly. 

On behalf of the federation it was stated that 
letters had been sent to public men, clergymen, 
authors, editors, manufacturers, and business 
men generally, explaining what was wanted by 
the workingmen and asking opinions on the 
subject. Replies more or less favorable had 
been received from prominent men throughout 
the country. The fedetation’s representatives 
also stated that they had issued a series of 
three pamphlets bearing on the question, and 
had held public meetings all over the coun- 
try, notably on Washington’s Birthday, 
the Fourth of July, and Labor Day, at which 
the eight-hour question was agitated. The fed- 
eration agreed to give the Knignts of Labor 
Executive Board, for presentation to the Gen- 
eral Assembly, a written statement of their 
views and their plan of action, and President 
Gompers, if possible, wili attend the General 
Frog 3 and address the delegates. The 
Knights have agreed to notify the federation 
promptly of any action that may be taken by 
the General Assembly bearing on the eight-hour 
question. 

The present condition of the relations of the 
different labor organizations to each other was 
next discussed, with a view to harmonizing va- 
rious interests and to prevent disputes and 
disagreements in future. The Knights of Labor 
representatives Sffered a written proposition, 
which suggested a mutual exchange of working 
cards, a mutual recognition of trade labels, and 
the adoption of a rule which would prevent one 
body from organizing the suspended or expelled 
members of another. The federation proposed 
that the Knights of Labor aiscourage the forma- 
tion of trade organizations within the order, 
the promise being made that the federation 
would then urge the members of unions ts con- 
nect themselves with mixed assemblies of 
Knights of Labor. 

It was agreed that the matters above referred 
to should form the subject of discussion at fut- 
ure conferences, to be continued from time to 
time. This is the third conference that has so 
far been held, the two previous ones having 
taken place in this city, one in February and 
another in August. Another will be held be- 
tween the meeting of the General Assembly of 
the Knights and the annual convention of the 
federation at Boston, commencing Dec, 10.

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MISSIONS OF THE CHURCH 


REPORTS PRESENTED TO THE 
OON VENTION. 

HE WORK AMONG THE COLORED PEO- 

PLE AT THE soOUTH—FINANCIAL 
PROBLEMS TO BE MET. 


The burning question of liturgical revision 
fame to the front in the General Convention 
yeaterday as soon as the business session was 
called to order by the Rev. Dr. Dix, following 
the recital of morning prayer by the Rev. Dr. 
©. W. Leffingwell of the diocese of Quincy. 
There were only about 150 of the members of the 
House of Deputies in attendance when the Rev. 
Dr. Huntington sought to take from the calen- 
Gar and secure the passage of his resolution 
providing for a joint committee to prepare a 
etandard Prayer Book of 1892. Objection was 
made by the Rey. Dr. Biddle of Pennsylvania 
and the Rev. Dr. Swope of New-York to taking 
up any matter bearing upon the revision of the 
Prayer Book until the main question pending 
before the convention—the report of the Litur- 
gical Committee—had been disposed of, and 


after Dr. Huntington had been permitted to ex- 


plain his position the matter was postponed. 
Similar action was taken in respect to the re- 
port of the Committee on Prayer Book Revision 
recommending a change in the Table of Selec- 
tions of Psalms by substituting Psalm lxiv. for 
Psalm lixix. for use on Good Friday evening, not- 


withstanding that the substitution was pleaded 
for pathetically by the Rev. Phillips Brooks of 
Boston. The action of the House of Bishops 
‘was concurred in, continuing the gwd or 
Newark as Corresponding Secretary of the Joint 
Committee on Spiritual Care of Immigrants, 
and then the Hon 8. Corning Judd of Chicago 
stirred up a mild breeze by offering the follow- 
ing, which was referred the Committee on 
Prayer Book: 

Whereas, The words “ Protestant Episcopal” are 
too narrow and exclusive as a designation of & 
branch (as ours is) of the one Holy Catholic and 
Apostolic Church of Christ in which we express be- 
lief in solemn creed; and 

Whereas, Such designation is not only thus in- 
comprehensive in its significance, but misleading 
to the uninformed, and to that extent pernicious 
and mftul; therefore 

Resolved, The House of Bishops concurring, that 
such designation shall be omit in all future edi- 
tions of the Book of Common Prayer and tnat the 
title page of all future editions of the Book of Com- 
mon Prayer of this Church shal! beas follows: ‘‘ The 
Book of Common er and Administration of the 
Sacraments and other Rites and Ceremonies of the 
Church According to the Use of the American 
Church, Together with the Psalter, or Psalms of 
David.” 

No further business coming before it, the 
House of Deputies formally notified the House of 
Bishops of its readiness to unite with the latter 
asa Board of Missions, and after a brief in- 
terval the session adjourned from Monday last 
was resumed, the Right Rey. Thomas March 
Clark, Bishop of Rhode Island, presiding. 

The first speaker was the Right Rev. Dr. 
James Steptoe Jonnson, Bishopot Western Texas. 

* He said that the idea held by the Church that 
missionary work could be properly and success- 
fully accomplished in a district covering 4 
greater extent in territory than England, 
Wales, and Scotiand combined, on a paltry 
$3,000 per annum, was preposterous. What 
the Episcopal Church wanted was more of the 
missionary spirit. It would be helped by a re- 
vival of what the Methodists call spiritual re- 
generation, and the best thing that could hap- 
pen tothe Church would be the raising up of 
another John Wesley. The Church was being 
assailed by ascientific apparatus of destruction, 
which was wielded by the sublest thinkers 
the age had produced. And while these assaults 
were going on from without, the Church was 
threatened by dry rotfrom within. Better that 
the Church should turn its attention to over- 
coming these assailants of its integrity than 
spend its time in tinkering up canons and 

atching up revisions of the Prayer Book. 
Wealth was sapping the manhood of America. 
Humanity needs the help of God’s ministers, 
and itis the duty of the Church to strengthen 
the hands of the ministers who are labvring 
and striving in the great missionary fields of 
‘the country. : 

The Rev. Dr. Langford, Secretary of the 
Board of Managers, called attention to the fact 
that the motion directing the holding of future 
meetings of the Board of Missions in the even- 
ing was likely to prove detrimental and begged 
that some member of the House of Deputies 
who had voted in the affirmative would move 
its reconsideration. 

The Rev. Dr. Joseph Carey of Albany, in com- 

ng to thesupport of Dr. Langford’s suggestion, 

said that missionary work was the most im- 
portant duty betore the convention. The motion 
to reconsider was seconded in several quar- 
ters and it was so ordered by a substantially 
unanimous vote. 

The Right Rev. Abiel Leonard, Bishop of Utah 
and Nevada, said that there was notin Nevada 
a single city or town of any importance. Pop- 
ulation had been steadily declining and making 
its way toward the El Dorado of Washington 
Territory. In the last three years the Territory 
had been visited, it was estimated, by about fil- 
teen drops of rain, and revivification of 
the Territory could not be hoped for until the 

roblem of irrigation had been solved. Yet 
he Church, nevertheless, was prospering in the 
Territory, and showed a commendable increase 
in communicants. This was owing to the fact 
of the Missionary Bishop being blessed with 
good helpers. 

As to Utah, the Mormon question was further 
from solution than ever. The towns were al- 
most solid in their allegiance to the Mormon 
Church. Much good had been done by the mis- 
sionary efforts of the Church in the direction 
of overcoming the influence of the Mormon 
faith. The Episcopal Church had been the 
leader in this movement. It was a great privi- 
lege to be a Missionary Bishop, a distinguished 
houor. When the speaker was consecrated to 
that office he was told, in effect by the Church, 
that it was his proud privilege to go to Utah 
and with $5,5 meet expenses agerecatin 
$40,000 per annum. Yet the Church in Uta 
‘was progressing, ana notwithstanding the fact 
that the Church sent forward no recruits to the 
assistance of the commander in the field, and 
the Bishop, out of his beggarly pittance, was 
called upon to provide for the support and 
maintenance of seven schools, thirty-five teach- 
ers, and between fifty: and sixty girls blessed 
with pretty healthy appetites, he did not de- 
spair. Every other Church, except the Epis- 
copal, contributed from $40, to $50,000 
yearly for missionary work in thatfield| He 
was Willing to.accept anything, from $1,000 to 
$25,000, but what he must hare was $10,000 
right away for use in educational work, which 
was the only hope of accomplishing anything 
in Utab. 

The Right Rev. John Milis Kendrick, Bishop 
of New-Mexico and Arizona, reported that he 
had been heartily welcomed everywhere in his 
jurisdiction. The day of the border ruffian had 
gone by,and there was no more Violence in 
those Southwestern Territories than in the 
East. Arizona was a Territory of greater re- 
sources and more importance than had been 
generally supposed. It was rapidly developing, 
and the time was not far distant when it should 
have a Bishop of itsown. What was wanted to 
successfully prosecute the work of the Church 
in that Territory was five ministers and $3,000, 

The hour of recess having arrived, the Board 
of Missions rose until 2:30 o’clock. On recon- 
vening an attempt was made to enforce the 
rule of the house against intrusion upon the 
fioor, and many ladies who had occupied dele- 
gates’ places in the forenoon were relegated to 
the galleries. A report from the mission in 
Mexico was first called tor. 

The Rev. William B. Gordan said that he was 
the sole representative of the Church in Mex- 
leo, the single American clercyman in ali that 
vast territory. He went to Mexico withoutany 
salary, and ame personally responsible for 
several hundred dollars a year besides. The 
work 1n Mexico was in good condition. It haa 
Deen recognized as far as practicable. Schools 
had been established, and in four of 
these institutions forty-five girla were be- 
ing educated. Since the board accepted 
the Church, of Jesus in Mexico as a mission 
church property had been acquired aggregating 
close upon $4,000 in value. Much self-denial 
had been required on the tof the mission- 

y representative and bis coadjutors, who 

ad been obliged to go down deep into their 

dividual pockets. The time had now arrived 
‘when they could do so no longer, and the Church 
fn America must do something to help along 
and promote missionary work among the Mex- 
ican people. There were but two classes in 
Mexico. The intelligent. men were intidels, the 
ignorant people were pagans. Idolatry pre- 
vailed, and the worshipping of graven images, 
idols of wood and of stone, was upiversally 
practi The speaker earnestly appealed for 
not less than $1 @ month to carry on mis- 

ion work. 

: The Hon. Seth Low, as Secretary cf ths com- 
mitte to which the report of the Board of Man- 
agers was referred, asked if it would be in order 
to present the conclusions of the committee. 
The order of business was suspended and Mr. 
Low read the report, which congratulated the 
convention on the success which had attended 

_ the missionary work of the Church in all direc- 
tions. All who had been engaged in that work 
were entitied to the thanks of the Church at 
large. The erection of the proposed missiov. 
jDouse in New-York City as a centennial memo- 
rial was approved; the \endowment of the 
-‘Eipiscopate fund was indorsed; the erection of 
missionary jurisdictions into dioceses should be 
pro’ as rapidly as possible; additional 
efforta should be made for the education of the 
colored race, and especially for cultivated col- 
ored clergymen. 

The disposition to be made of paid-in sub- 
scriptions to the proposed enrollment fund of 

,000,000, amounting in round numbers to 

5,000, was considered at. length, and prompt 
action on the paft of the convention in the set- 
tiement of this vexed question was recommenda- 

The committee looked to systematic giving

ishop of that diocese, the Right Rev, Thomas 
Underwood Dudley, to visit the churches iu the 
Northern States for the purpose of awaken- 
ing interest in the work of evangelizing the 
colored people. 

Bishop Dualey acknowledged the compliment 
paid him, but suggested that every Bishop could 
find all the work he was capable of doing in his 
own diocese. He had no sympathy with the 
talk about conflict of jurisdiction. There was 
nothing in it. He advocated the appolutment 
of a Bishop whose sole duty it should be to 
superintend this work. Such a man could do 
better than he. 

Mr, Low said that the reply was once given a 
man who asked what to do to wake up a dead 
church, *‘ Wake yourself up.” Bishop Dudley 
was 80 thoroughly awake to the work in hand 
that he (Mr. Low) would rather have him than 
a dozen other men who required to be waked 
up. The motion prevailed without dissent, and, 
on the suggestion of Mr. Low, the house further 
adopted “$4 resolution of the special committee 
ratifying the action of the Board of Managers 
in setting apart $9,000 per annum as & perma- 
nent fund for the support and maintenance of 
the Episcopate in missionary jurisdiction. 

From the Committee on Enrollment Fund the 
Rev. Dr. Biddle reported a resolution recom- 
mending that the funds now in the hands of the 
Trustees of the Board of Directors, amounting 
to $85,595 65, be returned to the subscribers, 
with accrued interest. Pending debate on this 
proposal, the Board of Missions adjourned to 
meet this evening at 8 o’clock.

The Executive Committee, composed of mem- 
bers of the various committees that. have been 
at work on the World’s Fair project and of the 
Sinking Fund Commissioners, met at the 
Mayor’s office yesterday afternoon to organize 
and to dispose of current business, There were 
present the Mayor and Secretary Speer, who 
were elected Chairman and Secretary respect- 
ively, and Messrs. Astor, Brice, Oalhoun, 
Cooper, Croker, Merrifield, Myers, Platt, Smyth, 
and Storm. Messrs. Storm, Platt, and Brice 
were instructed to report atthe next meeting 


on Thursday whether special rooms will be 
necessary for the committee, and to report also 
upon the advisability of concentrating all of the 
fair committees under one root. Messrs, flower 
and Inman were requested to act as representa- 
tives of this city at the Atlanta Exposition. 
The Mayor submitted a message from Joseph 
Pulitzegsubscribing outright $50,000, and again 
offering to be one of twenty-five to subscribe 
$100,000 each. 

In the Mayor’s mail yesterday were letters 
from R. Hutcheson, a property owner on One 
Hundred and Thirteenth-street, between Tenth- 
avenue and the Boulevard, offering his proper-

As Mr. Olmstead has been con- 
nected with the Morningside Parks Association 
for several years and as he knows almost every

RHODE ISLAND’S VOICE. 


IT WILL DECLARE ITS PREFERENCE BOR 
THE WORLD’s FAIR SITE TO-DAY. 


PROVIDENCE, R. L, Oct. 14.—To-morrow the 
voice of Rhode Island’s business interests will 
probably name Rhode Island’s choice of a site 
for the World’s'Fair, and the State’s delegation 
will be governed accordingly when Congress 
gets to work to make the selection. In the 
Board of Trade rooms, at high noon, will meet, 
by call of Gov. Ladd, members of the city’s chief 
commercial body, delegates appointed by the 
business associations of cities and towns. all 
over the State, and the unattached representa- 
tives of trade and commerce generally who may 


choose to be present and take part in the dis- 
cussions. There will also be present accredited 
representatives from New-York, Chicago, and 
Washington to plead in behalf of the respective 
cities as sites for the big show. The Hon. 
Thomas B. Bryan, ex-Governor of the District 
of Columbia, but a Chicagoan, will be on hand 
with anotber Chicago hg apn eg and Sec- 
retary Anderson of the Washington “ Exposi- 
tion Board of Promotion” is on the Sound 
steamer to-night, hastening hither to speak for 
the capital. 

Several gentlemen are expected from New- 
York aiso by the Sound steamers. They will all 
be given a reception in the Board of Trade 
rooms at 11 o’ciock to-morrow, after which 
**time” will be called. The meeting is an ad- 
journed one from last Tuesday, when the busi- 
ness men of the city and delegates from out-of- 
town assosiations met to discuss the matter. 

‘his meeting surprised itself, because it did not 
come to a decision promptly, and, in fact, had 
to adjoura still unpiedged, after a very lively 
time of it. After the Governor had made his 
introductory speech the first obstacie to decid- 
ing the matter off-hand presented itself 
in a@ communication from the Mayor 
ot Chicago. Mayor Cregier presented 
Chicago’s claims tor consideration, and asked 
the meeting to hold on until the city with the 
lake front could send representatives to plead 
its cause. Then a letter was produced from 
Secretary Stokes of the New-York kxposition 
Committee calling the meeting’s attention to 
the fact that New-York was the only site worth 
talking about. In the middle of the discussion 
that followed, a telegram from Chauncey M. 
Depew came near clinching things in favor of 
New-York’s backers, but ten minutes later a 
telegram from the Association ot Former Rhode 
Islanders, resident in Chicago, split the meeting 
up again. 

The result was that a series of resolutions in- 
dorsing New-York were laid on the table, and 
the meeting adjourned. The general senti- 
ment of the meeting as expressed by the dis- 
cussion was greatly in favor of New-York. The 
big majority, however, out of courtesy to the 
requests for a hearing that came from Chicago 
did not demand a vote. The business men, es- 
pecially the manufacturers, wDo are to be the 
exhibitors, strongly favor New-York for their 
own personal interests, which no other city can 
80 closely appeal to, and they regard the me- 
tropolis as at least as advantageous a site as 
Chicago for the country atlarge, and more ad- 
vantageous for foreign exhibitors and visitors. 
The Auxiliary Committee of Rhode Islanders 
resident in Chicago have flooded the State with 
the paper from their literary bureau the past 
week. Judging from last Tuesday’s meeting, 
however, while Chicago is‘assured of a great 
deal of sympathy and admiration, the votes 
will be cast tor New-York.

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SUME OURIOUS OLD BOOKS. 


A STRANGE COLLECTION FOUND IN A 
CONNECTICUT HOMESTEAD. 


HARDFORD, Oct, 14.—A singular collection of 
old books and manuscripts has been found with- 
in a tew weeks in the Tulley homestead, at Old 
Saybrook, one of the most ancient towns along 
the Connecticut coast. The estate has been iu 
the family for two centuries at least. During 
the year it has passed from the control of Will- 
jam B. Tulley of Florida, and the old library of 
160 volumes has been scattered. Not far from 
100 of the books have been received by Mrs. 
George L. Stevens of this city, who is one of the 
lineat descendants of the ancient Tulleys. 
Prof. Samue) Hart of Trinity College, who was 


‘porn and bred in Old Saybrook, secured the 


manuscripts, including a number of valuable 


local sermons and an old copy of the Saybrook 
platform, and placed them in the Acton Library, 
in the town. 

In the collection brought to this city by Mrs. 
Stevens is one of the earlier copies of Gold- 
smith’s “Traveler’ and “The Deserted Vil- 
lage.” It was printed oy Joseph Wenman, 144 
Fieet-street, 1786. “The History of the Buc- 
aniers of Awerica,” adorned with copper plates 
and “ published for the improvement and enter- 
tainment of the British youth of both sexes,” 
bears the imprint of G. Wright, 1756. The 
volume is a curiosity in itself and is very rare- 
ly met with. [tis doubtful if there is another 
copy of it in a private collection In the State. 
The pirates wnose history is given in the book 
include Joseph Esquemeling, Pierre le Grand, 
Lolonois, Roche Brasiliano, and Bat, the Por- 
tuguese. They sailed on the St. John, a mer- 
chantman of eight-and-twenty guns, from 
Havre de Grace May 2, 1666. Pierre le Grand 
became the first pirate of Tortuga, and his as- 
sociates made havoc among the West India 
Company’s vessels. The recital of the story 
would make one’s blood run cold. 

In juxtaposition with ‘Tne History of the 
Bucaniers” 1s a volume published 200 years 
ago entitled ‘A Call to Delaying Sinners; or, The 
Danger of Delaying in Matters Concerning the 
Soul” This old book was purchased in 1699 
by John Tulley. Afterwa it was owned by 
Hepzibab Tulley, one of the female descend- 
ants of the family. The author of the book was 
Thomas Doelttie, a popular Nonconformist 
divine, who was born in 1630 ana died in 1707. 
He erected the first meeting house in Monk- 
well-street, Cripplegate, and a very fine en- 
graving of him is published with the book, 
showing a singular and striking face. 

In the religious line 1s @ noted volume by 
Benjamin Wadsworth, at one time President of 
Harvard University. It is entitled “A Guide 
for the Doubting and Cordial for the Fainting 
Saint.” The author of this book, Benjamin 
Wadsworth, was born at Milton, Mass., in 1669, 
and died March 16, 1737. He was the son of 
Capt. Samuel Wadsworth, who was killed b 
the Indians at Sudbury April 18, 1676, an 
zraduated at Harvard in 1690. Six years later 
he became minister of the First Cnurch in Bos- 
ton, where he remained until inducted into the 
Presidency of the university in 1725. 1t was a 
tixed principle with him to devote one-tenth of 
his income to charity. His published works in- 
cluded the volume in question, occasional ser- 
mons, and theological treatises. The book now 
owned by Mrs, Stevens shows the marks of age, 
but is fairly well preserved. 

Another old tome, which covers considerably 
More than a century and a quarter, is entitled 
“Travels through Germany, Hungary, Bo- 
hemia, Switzerland, Italy, and Lorraine,” the 
author being John George Keysler, F. R. 8, 
The author’s life is from the pen of M. Godfrey 
Schultze, member of the Royal Academies of 
Berlin and Copenhagen. The volume is not 
one that could safely be placed in the hands 
of the young. In fact, its circulation would 
speedily be interrupted by the agents for the 
suppression of indecent literature. 

A vopy of the Royal Standard English Dic- 
tionary, published in 1786, appears in the col- 
lection. Not the least interesting of the num- 
ber is a copy of old Isaac Watts’s Psalms of 
David, printed by Green & Spoonerof Norwich 
in 1773. The book belonged to Mary Rowland 
at one time and bears her autograph in round, 
full hana. It is one of the best preserved of 
the lot. As the volume was used for church 
singing, the humor of one of its old-time 
owners appears in “a receipt for a cough” that 
has been preserved with it. The receipt is a 
curious relic of generations ago, and will oc 
casion a smile, half incredulous, half derisive, 
whenever it is read. The concdction was at- 
tained in the way appended: 

“ Take three quarts of spring water and put it in 
a@ large pipkin with a calf’s foot and four spoon- 
fuls of bariey and a handful of dried poppies. Boil 
it together till one quart be consumed; then strain 
iteut and add a little cinnamon ana a pint of 
milk, and sweeten to suit your taste with loaf 
sugar. Warm ita littioand drink half a pint as 
often as you please.” 

It would be as ae that no cough could re- 
sist such a remedy. The old owners of the libra- 
ry, Which has beenin a garret for fifty years 
without being examined Pg were Dot un- 
like the ancient householder. While he slept an 
enemy sowed tares with his wheat. In this old- 
time library are many tares. But there is also 
a good lot of wheat.

The company 
is alleged to be @ tremendous swindle, and 
James A, Treacy, the President, is said to be a 
second Keely. The company was incorpo- 
rated, with him as the principal incorporator, 
for the purpose of making a carbon lamp and a 
calcium lamp from a peculiar kind of gas. 
There was said to be millions in the scheme, 
and Treacy disposed of shares of stock to poor 
Germans and Bohemians at the rate of $20 a 
share, he representing that each share was 
worth $100 and would soon bring $500. 

He refused to give any explanation of his 
wonderful process for manufacturing the ma- 
terials, but exhibited alleged samples in bottles. 
These samples, it 18 now alleged, were pur- 
chased by Treacy at drug stores. The factory 
is situated in an out-of-the-way place. The bill 
applied for an injunction restraining Treacy 
from further interference with the concerns of 


the company, and asked for a receiver. Judge 
Jamieson granted both requests. 





OVER THE GARDEN WALL. 

The police are looking for three young incor- 
rigibles named Annie Foley, aged 19; Henrietta 
Wood, aged 18, and Mary A. Byrnes, aged 17, 
who made their escape one evening last week 
from the House of the Good Shepherd, at the 
foot of East Ninetieth-street. They had been 
sent to the institution for reformation by the 
Society tor the Prevention of Cruelty to Chil- 
dren. The night that they escaped they had 


been allowed to walk in the garden until dusk.

THEY LISTEN 10 JHE LAW, 


EMIGRATION COMMISSIONERS WILL LET 
RORKE AND HAUSELT VOTE. 


There was a melancholy silence pervading the 
room of the Emigration Commission when the 
board assembled for a special meeting yester- 
day afternoon. President Ridgway’s place in 
the chair was taken by Commissioner Starr in 
the absence of the former, and then the Com- 
missioners listened to the report of Judge Bar- 
rett’s decision, in which the position taken by 
President Ridgway at a former meeting was 
Stamped as not in accordance with tne law. 
President Ridgway’s ruling was to the effect 
that Commissioners Rorke and Hauselt, being 
ex-officio members of the board as Presidents of 
the Irish and German Emigrant Societies, were 


not entitled to vote on a motion to lay on the 
table a resolution reducing the foree employed 
at Castle Garden and Ward’s Island. 

The law distinctiy says that the ex-officio 
members shall not be entitled'to vote on the 
subject of appointment ana removals. Presi- 
dent Rideway thereupon concluded that, as the 
motion before the board at that time was really 
& motion concerning removals, the ex-officio 
members had no right to vyoteuponit. The 
court decided against Mr. Ridgway in the mat- 
ter and issued an order compelling him to have 
recorded the votes of Hauseit and Rorke on the 
motion already mentionec. This decision was 
& surprise to Messrs. Stephenson, Starr, and 
Ridgway. Mr. Stephenson in a very subdued 
manner moved that the order of the court be 
complied with and its decision placed upon file. 

Barring a slight discussion of the conflict of 
authority which arose at the Garden between 
Commissioner Ulrich and President Ridgway 
the other day in regard to the landing of the 
City of New-York'’s passengers after sunset, 
little further was done at the meeting. Com- 
missioner Ulrich thought that Commissioner 
Stephenson had exhibited gross discourtesy 
toward him in having favored the raversal of his 
orders to allow the passengers to land, and de- 
clared that he thought a suspension of the rules 
Was warranted under the ciroumstances. He 
Was very anxious that the board should request 
the Inman Line to write a letter giving the 
reasons which they had given him when they 
made their request that their passengers be 
— to land. His wishes were ignored, how-

POLES MAY OOME DOWN. 


JUDGE INGRAHAM VACATES AN EAST 
RIVER ELECTRIC LIGHT INJUNCTION.

The East River Electric Light Company yes- 
terday received a set-back in the Superior Court 
by a decision handed down by Judge Ingraham. 
The company had wires, strung under autbor- 
ity of a permit from the Board of Electrical 
Control, on poles along Sixth-avenue, between 
Carmine and Eighteenth streets. They were 
6n poles of the Metropolitan Telephone Com- 
pany and the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany, and when the wires of these companies 
were removed the poles were about to be 
pulled down. This proceeding was stopped by 
an injunction secured in the Superior Court. 

Judge Ingraham yesterday refused to make 
the injunction permanent.: He says that the 
Board of Electrical Control had full authority 
to revoke at any time its permit giving the 
company leave torun its four wires on these 
poles, and that the city could in no way be held 
accountable to keep the poles in order after 
the companies who originally owned them had 
removed their wires. Whatever agreement 
there existed between the East River Electric 
Light Company and the other two companies 
had no bearing on the case whatever, and in 
fact there existed no ground for granting an 
injunction restraining the city authorities from 
removing the poles, orthe Board of Electrical 
Control from revoking the company’s permit.

HINTS FOR SERMON WRITERS. 

The Baptist pastors held their usual Monday 
conference at the Twenty-third-Street Baptist 
Church, and listened to a plea ‘‘For a More 
Scientific Treatment of the Subject of Sermonic 
Illustration,” by the Rev. W. C. Bitting, pas- 
tor of the Mount Morris Baptist Church.

In looking 
back over our own coursé we have seen that 
early in the discourse we came to an open 
switch, rambled off to a branch road, and later 
on we left the branch road by another switch 
for a bit of track on which we ran a shuttle 
train for a while, and then found ourselves side- 
fv and up against a bumper. Then it was

The pastors enjoyed the paper, and the tend- 
ency to get off the “main line” provoked a 
good deal of appreciative merriment.

SHOULD BE LOOKED AFTER AT ONOE. 

The Sixth-avenue elevated railway is just 
now subjected to a danger which makes it seem 
singular that the officers of the line should per- 
mit the running of crowded five-car trains over 
the dangerous place, Yet the trains continue 
running, come without even the precaution of a 
diminution of speed, and others with a show of 
slowing up which makes such persons as are 
aware of the possibilities of accident become 
conscious of a crawly feeling about the spine. 
Near Spring-street, in South Fifth-avenue, there 
is building a large warehouse whose founda- 
tions go many feet below the surface of the 
sidewalk. In order to utilize as much available 
room as possible, the cellar excavations have 
been continued right upto the foundations of 
the pillars of the elevated railway, leaving the 
cement basis for the iron bases quite bare. As 
these bases have no support save what the 
binding cement gives them, and as the entire 
pillar and the supported superstructure rest 
upon the soil, the resultis a decidedly threat- 
ening condition of things. 

Asa train passes over this dangerous por- 
tion of the road, extending over a distance of 
nearly seventy-five feet, the pillars of the su- 
peratructure tremble bs neath the weight, and 
the foundations, which are regarded as astruct- 
ually perfect by the company, wobble in a most 
unsatisfactory sort of way.

STREET-PAVING BIDS OPENED. 

The bids for the paving otf Madison-avenue 
between Thirty-second and Thirty-third streets, 
Thirty-sixth and Forty-first streets, Forty-sec- 
ond and Forty-eighth streets, and Fifty-eighth- 
street between Madison and Fifth avenues 
were opened yesterday by Commissioner Gil- 
roy. The Sicilian Asphalt Covent bid the 
lowest, the total figure being $121,100. The 
Taylor Company bid $134,250.

NEWS OF THE NAVY. 


The construction work on the big double- 
turreted monitor Miantonomoh is being rapidly 
pushed. Just at present the work is confined 


mostly to the after turret, which is also further 
advanced toward completion than is the for- 
ward one. The Miantonomobh’s engines are all 
ready for service. Her boilers are reported to 
be in good condition. Her side armor is on and 
the steel for the turrets all ready to be put in 
Place. The Miantonomoh will be docked as 
soon as the Atlanta comes out of the basin, and 
the actual condition of her bottom can then be 
determined. The recent exclusive account 
in THE TIMES concerning the under-water 
hulls of the two vessels created no little 
surprise at the navy yard, and though 
denied by the officials there are mang officers, 
and a score of the workmen about the vessels, 
who believe that THE TIMES’Ss disclosure will be 
fully warranted by the appearance of the bot- 
toms. Naval Constructor Mintoyne is anxious 
to get the Miantonomoh into dock as soon as 
possible, but this he cannot do until the At- 
lanta comes out. If there is any need for attach- 
ing blame none can be laid against the present 
chief naval constructor of the Brooklyn yard. 
It will be the people who had charge of the 
vessels before they came to the Brooklyn yard 
who will have to render the account. It has 
been supposed that the Miantonomoh would be 
ready for next year’s mancuvres. Unless new 


plates have to be put in the bottom she will be- 


available. As to the Terror, no one need expect 
to see her ready for service in less than two 
years. 


President Schuyler of the Pneumatic Dyna- 
mite Gun Company was seen yesterday feeling 
quite at ease since the Vesuvius showed herseif 


off to auch fine advantage. President Schuyler 
says it was never intended nor claimed thatthe 
dynamite gun would revolutionize warfare. All 
that has ever been claimed for it is its superiority 
to atorpedo. The dynamite projectile is simply 
an aerial torpedo, and by reason of its range 
and destructive properties is far more efficient 
than the torpedo discharged from a_ torpedo 
boat. A torpedo boat, in order to discharge its 
projectile with any certainty of success, must 
aay its adversary within a distance of 
300 or 406 -is. The Vesuvius can reach her 
enemy while the latter is distant fully two 
miles, and as to the dynamite cruiser being hit 
by long-range ordnance projectiles at a distance 
of four or five miles, no one seems to take into 
consideration the fact of how ditficult it is to 
hit a small target distant over a mile, and that, 
too, when gunners are excited, conscious that 
at any moment a dynamite bomb may fall in 
their midst, blowing all hands to eternity. Itis 
‘one thing for a piece of oninance to throw a 
projectile to a distance of six miles, but quite 
another thing 1s it for a gunner to hitany par- 
ticular object at that distance. 


The officers assigned to duty in the squadron 
of evolution are determined to have all the en- 
joyment possible when abroad. and to this end 


propose locating their families in convenient 
ports on the Continent. Untilitis known just 
where the sauadron will first go no one port 
can be selected, but it is wel! understood that if 
the fleet goes first to the Mediterranean, which 
is most likely the case to allow of winter- 
ing, the wives of the officers will form a colony 
at Nice, France. Itis considered advisable to 
give Villefranche a wide berth because of 
the sensation caused by the Lancaster's 
officers and their families when this ship was 
flagship in European wafers. It will be remem- 
bered that the then Secretary of the Navy, Mr. 
Chandler, peremptorily ordered the Lancaster 
to cruise down the west coast of Africa to St. 
Paul de Loando. Later on the Lancaster was 
ordered to the South Atlantic station, and after 
doing a couple of years around the Cape of 
Good Hope was again ordered to Europe. But 
the colony at Villefranche was broken up. In 
case the squadron of evolution cruises up the 
Baltic most of the officers’ families will stop in 
London. 


The work of repairing the Atlanta’s. boilers is 
being pushed along. The cruiseris at present 
in dry dock having her bottom scraped. It nas 


not yet been decided to grant Capt. Howell’s 
request to have the present screw of the At- 
lanta changed for her old one. Capt. Howell 
believes that he can get more speed out of the 
vesgel with the original screw. The Atlanta is 
keeping the whole squadron of evolution back 
by reason of herrepairs. Itis doubtful nowif 
the fleet gets oft before the 15th of November. 
Quite a number of new officers are yet to re- 
port for duty in the squadron, their orders 
bearing date as late as Oct. 21, No one needa 
expect any of the ships of the squadron of 
evolution to leave port short of officers, for if 
reports are true, the Bureau of Navigation is 
simply inundated daily with applications. 

By the time the sublet contracts aré out for 
the furnishing of material for the new 3,000-ton 
cruiser, the construction department of the 


Brooklyn Navy Yard will be ready to commence 
work. The cruiseristo be built in the open, 
and notin any of the navy yard sheds now 
standing. So far, the complete hull model of 
the ship is finished, and yesterday the lines for 
the iron plating were being laid off. The draw- 
ings of the new cruiser show her to be a gun- 
deck vessel, fitted with a poop and topgallant 
forecastle. A six-inch rifle is carried in the 
forecastle, also one in the poop, while the gun- 
deck battery is to be made up wholly of four- 
inch rapid-fire guns. 

Everything was ready aboard the Pensacola 
last night for sailing to-day. Unless something 
unforeseen happens, the frigate should leave the 
navy yard to-day. The Pensacola will not do 
many more cruises under the present commis- 
sion. Her time is nearly out as an active cruis- 
ing ship. When she does go she will be missed, 
as she is known as one of the most comfortable 
ships in the navy. It is believed that the Pen- 
sacola will go to the Pacific on her return from 
the African coast. 

In form of hull the new 3,000-ton cruisers are 
the sharpest vessels yet designed for the United 
States Navy, and it is doubtful if there isa 
yacht afloat with a prowas keen as the one 
carried in each of the cruisers. Naval Con- 
structor Mintoyne is of the opinion that the new 
cruiser to be built at the Brooklyn yard will be 
pipes under way on the sides in a little over 
@ month, 

The spar shops at~ the Brooklyn yard are at 
work making the masts and military tops for 
the Philadelphia and Newark, One of the Phil- 
adelphia’s masts is completed. The boat shops 
are building the Newark’s boats, also some 
boats for the Terror. The Essex is having a 
fine steam launch constructed for her. 

The old wooden molds are being used in the 
new 3,000-ton cruiser in order to economize. 
Onca it was thought that the old ships might 
be duplicated, but there is no longer any occa- 
sion to call into play the old models. 





A VIOTIM OF ALCORO?. 

William Menzies, a dentist, who was born in 
England and was sixty fyears old, died of aico- 
holism yesterday at 610 Sixth-avenue. On Sun: 
day, while intoxicated, he threatened to com 
mitsuicide and drew a penknife across his 
throat, but made only a slight wound and gave 
up the knife. Yesterday morning he was found 
in a comatose condition 4 his wife, but he was 
dead when Dr. Dyer of 65 West Thirty-sixth- 
street arrived. He was habitually intemperate 
and often threatened to take his life, but the 
Coroner’s deputy, Dr. W. H. Munn, and Dr.

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WHY THE ITALIA’S DELAY 


THE PROPELLER SHAFT BROKE 
IN MIDOUEAN. 
NO DANGER TO THE VESSEL RESULTED 
—THE GELLERT TOWED THE CRIP: 
PLED SHIP INTO PORT. 


The Hamburg-American steamships Gellerd 
and Italia, which were reported by the Saale as 
on their way to this port, the Italia in tow of 
the Gellert, arrived early yesterday forenoon. 
They had performed a remarkably difficult feat 
in very good time. According to the report oi 
the Italia’s Captain; the propeller shaft of that 
vessel broke on Oct. 7 in consequence of the 
heavy sea, which threw the propeller out of 
water very frequently. It will be renfembered 
that it was a broken shaft which resulted in the 
loss of the steamer Danmark last April, about 


—— passengers s0 much anxiety was felt for 
weeks. 

Butin the case of the Italia the fracture of 
the shaft was a simple one, and did not damage 
the steamer’s hull in the least. In fact, it ig 
probable that even if the Gellert had not 
—- her, she would have been able to reach 
port in safety, although in considerably lonyer 
space of time. An attempt to repair the shaft 
with iron bands was successful to a certain ex- 
tent, the propeller being able to revolve slowly, 
and thus slight progress was made. Meanwhile 
assistance arrived. 

First Officer L. von Basse@itz of the Gellert 
was on the bridge of his ship at 4 o’clock in the 
morning Thursday, three days after the Italia 
met with her mishap. Half an hour later he 
sighted the Italia ahead and goon made out a 
signal of distress flying. At 5 o’clock the Gel- 
lert came alongside the Italia and Capt. Kaempit 
of the former vessel, after learning the condi- 
tion of the Italia, offered to tow her into port. 
The offer was accepted and preparations were 
at once made to carry out this rather formi- 
dable undertaking. = 

Two six-inch steel hawsers, one belonging to 
the Gellert, the other to the [talia, were passed 
over the stern of the former vessel, one from 
each side. One of these was fastened to the 
starboard chain cable of the Italia, the other te 
® mooring chain leading in over her port bow. 
The hawsers/ re each 120 fathoms in length 
and the cablés added to this distance 120 fath- 
oms more. Thus the Gellert was 1,440 feet 
away from the (talia when the procession took 
up its journey toward New-York. The weather 
was fairly good on this first day and everything 
went smoothly, the two vessels making about 
nine knots an hour, the Italia working her en- 
gines slightly. 

The next day, however, a fierce northwest- 
erly gale arose and kicked up a very heavy 
sea. The strain on the cabies and hawsersg 
was tremendous as the vessels worked and 
labored with the waves. The greatest care 
had’ to be taken to prevent the tightening up 
of the steel sinews with a sudden jerk. Finally, 
in order if possible to lessen the height of the 
waves and to prevent their combing in over 
the Italia, an oil box was fixed to the stern of 
the Gellert and began to distribute its con- 
tents over the surface of the ocean. Chief 
Officer von Bassewitz of the Gellert said yes- 
terday that the effect of this oil was al- 
most magical. The steamers found their task: 
wonderfully lightened, although the wind 
still blew with great force. Luckily, the next 
day the weather had moderated. It had been: 
found unnecessary to make use of the oil after 
6 o’clock at night, the box having been in posi- 
tion since 10 in the morning. No further diffi- 
culty was met with, though the weather again 
became bad as the steamers approached the 
coast. At last, after a tow of 750 miles, the 
Italia was brought into Quarantine and an- 
chored there. Later she was towed into the 
North River and anchored.off Fifty-ninth-street, 
as the dock in Hoboken was already too well 
occupied with merchandise and the Gellert and 
Augusta Victoria.
